SACRAMENTO, Jan. 3.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Assemblyman Melick, chair- 
man of the Los Angeles “delegation, 
says Editor de Young declared to him 
in the course of a conversation in the 
Chronicle office Saturday, “I cannot see 
how delegations standing pat for Bulla 
will help Burns or the railroad.” De 
Young als» saii inat as between Grant 
and Bulla, he.was_ taking no part. 


Editor de Young, however, has evi-}. 


dently received information that has 
caused him to change his mind in re- 
gard to Mr. Bulla and the railroad. 
The Chronicle comes out this morning 
with a two-column double-leaded spe- 
cial from Sacramento, headed, “Grant 
in the Lead for the Senatorship. Bat- 
tle Narrowed to Two Candidates. Op- 
ponents of Burns Rallying to the Man 
from San Diego. Bulla’s Fight Only 
Part of the Railroad Plot. Scheme to 
Divide Southern Vote.” ‘ 

The Times has been criticized by 
some smart-aleck politicians for de- 
claring all along that the condition 
was as it is now outlined in the 
Chronicle headings, yet there is the 
leading Republican newspaper. of 
Northern California positively assert- 
ing the same thing, though at a late 
day. The Chronicle’s special in part is 
as follows: 

“It is now perfectly clear that the 
fight for the Senatorship-has narrowed 
down to Grant and Burns. The other 
candidates mentioned thus far are 
scarcely to be considered. That fact 
is recognized by every one on the 
ground, as is also the’ circumstance 
that the contest is one between de- 
cency, respectability and honesty on 
one side, and all that is foul, indecent, 
unsavory and dishonest on the other. 

‘In this contest, Grant represents the 
former and Burns the latter element. 
Around Grant are rallying all the mem- 
bers of the Legislature not tied up to 
the man put forward by Herrin, and 
some of the latter are beginning to 
waver in their allegiance to the boss, 
seeing the penalty they will be called 
upon to pay if they have the hardi- 
hood to adopt a course which will 
jeopardize the future of the Republican 
party in California and bring disgrace 
upon the State. 

“There are few Senators or Assem- 
blynmn who stand out against the 
sentiment of the communities which 
have sent them to the Legislature, 
and perhaps there are not many who 
desire to do so. Lists have been pub- 
lished which put some Repubican Leg- 
islators in the non-committal col- 
umn. but local papers take care to 
clear up the situation by stating that 
their failure to answer the interroga- 
tories of the San Francisco papers does 
not have the significance some attach 


| to—_it.._ For instance, Cosper of the 


Sixty-fourth District, was set down 
in the city papers as undecided, but 
the VisaHa Delta says, ‘This does not 
indicate that Mr. Cosper has no pro- 
nounced views on the question, for he 
is in harmony with the rest of the Re- 
publicans and on the part of the State, 
and will not be found on the side 
of Dan Burns for the United States 
Senate.’ ”’ 

The Chronicie special also says: 
“The fact that no candidate except 
Grant has » chance to win is tending 
to the rapid disintegration of side 
shows, and the gravitation of the men 
not willing to be made tRe tools of 
Burns to the Grant camp. There is a

who are supporting Bulla, due to the 
fact that they are beginning to be- 
lieve that his candidacy is merely a 
device to split up the southern vote 
and keep it from going to the only man 
from that section who can hope to 
win. As soon as this suspicion becomes 
a certainty, these men will abandon 
Bulla, for they are above all things 
determined not to be disgraced by 
maintaining an attitude which might 
help Herrin’s man, Burns,, to ac- 
complish his object of wiping out his 
penal record by securing election to 
the United States Senate.” 

The Chronicle says: “The touts of 
Burns are beginning to be apprehen- 


and fear that when the crucial time 
comes the only men to stand by the 
boss will be creatures like the one 
now under bail for killing old Dan. 
While the Burns men are weakening 
the Grant people are gaining confi- 
dence and feel that they have a safe 
lead which will give them victory 
when the impression deepens- that the 
man who votes for Burns is hopeless- 
ly disgraced.” 

Burns’s touts are gradually ceasing 
their ostentatious demonstrations for 
Bulla and his following, for they now 
realize the danger to Bulla and conse- 
quently, so they reason, to Burns, by 
awakening hostility to the former. 
Senator Bulla’s denial that he had said 
that any of his following would go to 
Burns, while it raises the question of 
veracity or accuracy, assumes new 
significance in the light of develop- 
ments and effectually disposes of his 
candidacy, for the support which would 
naturally come to him is too inconse- 
quential in numbers to effect his elec- 
tion. 

The Examiner publishes a poll of 
the Legislature, giving Grant 15, Barnes 
3, Bulla 10, Knight 3, Morrow 1 and 
Burns 35. While these figures count 
for little, as an absolutely accurate 
estimate of vote is impossible from a 
newspaper standpoint, when § that 
standpoint has such relations to poli- 
tics as the Examiner has, there is a 


significance in the arrangement of the} 


names, and while Grant is conceded 
first place, Bulla is pocketed between 
two such able candidates as Barnes 
and Knight, both of whom have had 
affiliations with the railroad in times 
past, if not in the immediate present. 
THE EXAMINER'S SQUAWK. 

The Examiner is worrying about the 
possible attitude of the Democrats, and 
charges the Republicans with endeav- 
oring to secure their support. In its 
editorial in four different kinds of type 
this morning, it gives vent to the fol- 
lowing: 

“The campaign of Grant and other 
Republican candidates for the Senator- 
ship has become of sudden interest to 
Democrats. The miserable squabble in 
the Republican party for the hanor or 


dishonor of victory has hitherto been 
of small interest to Democrats. So far 
as has been apparent. the State would 


be served equally badly and Democracy 
would be served equally well by. the 
election of any warring candidates who 
has thus far been named. But when 
Grant and others of the Republicans 
attempt to vary the affair by trying 
to induce Democratic members of the 
Legislature to cross their-party lines 
and cast their votes fér one or the 
other of the Republicans it is time for 
the Democrats to be wide awake. 
“That any Republican should look to 
the Democracy for votes to elect him 
is an indication of weakness whose 
significance is not likely to be over- 
looked by his rivals. But with this 
phase of the case the Democrats have 
no concern. It is when an effort is 
made to induce their representatives to 
lay aside principles and honor, and 
betray their party for personal interest, 
that their attention is claimed. 
“Representatives of Democracy in the 
Legislature must know that they were 
not sent to Sacramento to follow any 
such course as the Republican squab- 
blers have marked out for them. They 
were elected as Democrats to uphold 
Democratic principles, and their con- 
stituents look to them to stand faith- 
ful to their trust. These representa- 
tives know, as well as the people they 
represent, that there is no question of 
Democratic principle involved in a Re- 
publican family quarrel. Democracy 


— 


stands for equal rights for all, special 
privileges to none. It stands for the 
welfare of the whole people against the 
encroachments of organized wealth. 
There is no candidate among the Re- 
publicans who represents these prin- 
ciples. There is no one whose name 
speaks of anything but support of spe- 
cial privileges. 

“We doubt not that there are men 
in the Republican party who believe 
in the essential principles of Democ- 
racy, and who wish to see a Senator 
elected who will stand for equal rights 
and_ privileges. But if there are any 
such in the Legislature, if there are 
any who wish to vote for a Senator 
free from all corporation influences, they 
will have to look for him outside the 
list of Republican candidates. 

“The Democrats will offer a candi- 
date, who will be in accord with their 
principles of popular rights, and they 
will offer him from their own ranks. 
Democracy has abundant material for 
Senatorial honors. Such men as James 
D. Phelan, W. W. Foote, M. F. Tar- 
pey, James G. Maguire, James V. Cof- 
fey, William T. Wallace, and a dozen 
that might be named for the place 
with the assurance that the cause of 
the pegple and the interests of Cali- 
fornia will be safe in their hands.

REINFORCEMENTS FOR GEN, OTIS 


They Will Be Hurried to Him, for 
His Fears are Well Grounded, 
Senator White at the Normandie, 
National Affairs.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Aguinaldo’s future course, 
if it may be judged by his past actions, 
will give the United States much 
trouble, and Gen. Otis’s fears may be 
well grounded. That Aguinaldo has 
been extremely obstreperous all along 
develops from Dewey’s official report. 

While si e“ar documents prepared by 
have been given out 
freely, Dewey's -repertis- held back; 
and the prospects are that it will not. 
be made public until Congress calls 
for it officially. It would not make the 
best of reading in advance of the rati- 
fication of the peace treaty, and might 
furnish ammunition for the opponents 
of the document. 

Accompanying the report of Admiral 
Dewey is all the correspondence be- 
tween him and the insurgent leader, 
Aguinaldo, the_latter’s communiéations 
consisting mostly of “kick?.” He pro- ~ 
tests against much of what Dewey has 
done, criticizes his policy, finds fault 
with his methods of procedure, and ob- 
jects to what he considers the policy 
of the American government, as oute 
lined in the course of Admiral Dewey. 

The strictest secrecy has been pre< 
served relating to this important come 
munication from Dewey, and so far as 
can be learned the President has not 
yet submitted it to the members of 
his Cabinet. It is not believed to be 
his purpose to lay it before the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations unless 
the documents should be called for by 
that body. At the same time copies 
of it are being made, with translations 
of Aguinaldo’s letters, for such use as 
the President miay determine. 

Meantime, however, the government 
is taking steps to reinforce the Ameri- 
can and war vessels in the 
Philippines. Orders have been issued 
for the gunboat Castine, now at Ha- 
vana,.to preceed ‘to Manila. Admiral 
Dewey has asked for light vessels, and 
this will give him effective small craft 
of such light draught that it may navi-

TREATY OF 


Bt Will Immediately Be Submitted to 
Congress for ction. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The treaty 
of peace negotiated at Paris will be 
submitted to Congress alinost imme- 
diately on its reconvening, probably to- 
morrow. Although a tempting oppor- 
tunity offers for the presentation for 
the the most forcible argument for the 
speedy ratification of the treaty in the 
shape of a ringing message to Con- 
gress on the subject. President McKin- 
ley has decided to leave the presenta- 
tion of the merits of the treaty to its 
friends in the Senate. Accordingly the 
treaty will go to the latter body with 
the briefest possible message of trans- 

mission by the President. 

Although it is adniitted unofficially 
that the text’ of the convention has 
been published in the newspapers with 
absolute accuracy, the Executive still 
insists upon maintaining official secrecy 
as to the treaty, as a courtesy to the 
Senate. which will be allowed the privi- 
lege of making the document public 
in its own discretion.

Today—Peace =‘Treaty 
May Reach the Senate. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Jan  3,—Congress 
will reconvene tomorrow. The Senate 
will amiost immediately adjourn for 
the day, as an evidence of respect fcr 
the memory of Senator Morrill. It is 
customary not to transact any busi- 
ness whatever on such occasions, but 
there is a possibiity that a message 
may be received from the President 
transmitting: the peace treaty, as it 
is known to be the genera! desire that 
the treaty shall be formally laid be- 
fore the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations at the earliest possible moment 
@o that the committee may-make its 
report as promptly as consistent with 
its dutv in the premises. A _ session 
of the Senate will be held on Thurs- 
day. but there is a movement look- 
ing to an adjournment from that day 
until the following Monday ‘based on 
the probability that there will not be 
a full attendance of Senators so soon 
after the holidays. This plam wil be 
antagonized by the friends of the Nic- 


araguan Canal and other Senators wha: 


are championing special measures, and 
it now appears quite probable that 
they will be able to hold the Senate 
for at leag@ another day of the week. 
There will be two months of the ses- 
sion left. to a day, from the date of 
reconvening, and: the time will be 
fuly occupied if half the work fs to 
be done that is planned. None of the 
regulat appropriation bills havé passed 
the Senate. and the River and Harbor 
Bill is to be added to the regular list 
this session. None regard the treaty 
of less importance than the supply bills, 
and it will be pressed along with them 
when reported, practically without ¢e- 
gard to other bills.

PREPARING TO RESIST. 


Insurgents Object to Americans 
Landing With Arms. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY NEVORT.} 
MANILA. Jan. 3.—[By Asiatic Cable. ] 
Advices just received from Lloilo state 
that the rebels at a meeting on Satur- 
day ratified the action of a delegation 
which assured the Americans that they 
might land unarmed, but that if the 
hatter landed armed, the natives would 
be uncontrollable. It is further said 
that every preparation is being made 
for resistance on the part of the rebels, 
and that reinforcements are arriying 
from Negros and the neighboring 
islands, in spite of the efforts of the 
I'nited States cruiser Baltimere and the 
gunboat Arizona to scare them with 
searchlights. The Spanish gunboat 1 
Gano is stil: at Iloilo, but as her status 
is not defined, she has not been mov- 
lested. It is understood that she is 
destined to go to Zamboanga, a town 
of the Philippine Islands on the south- 
western extremity of the island of Min- 

danao. 

The American troops are. restless. 
The rebels are drilling on the beach 
evening and morning, in full view of 
the American expedition, which. is still 
afloat. The California volunteeTs were 
embarked on four transports today. 
Their destination is unknown. The na- 
tives here are quiescent, but watchful. 

The American expedition at Iloilo 
consists of a signal detachment, Bat- 
tery G of the Sixth Artillery, the 
Eighteenth Regulars and Seventeenth 
Iowa Regiment. It is commanded by 
Gen. Miller, a veteran fighter, and ar- 
rived off Iloilo December 26, on board 
the transports Pennsylvania, Arizona 
and Newport. The expedition was con- 
voyed by the United States cruiser Bal- 
timore and auxiliary gunboat. 

SPANIARDS ASSASSINATED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, Jan. 3.—Gen. Rios cables 
from Manila confirming the report that 
all the Spaniardsjat Balabac, an island 
of the Philippine‘group, situated about 
thirty miles south of Palawan, have 
been assassinated, with the exception 
of the women, whose release is being 
asked for. 

SAILED FROM SAVANNAH. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

SAVANNAH (G2.,) Jan. 3.—The 
United States troopship Roumanian, 
with the Second South Carolina Regi- 
ment, and the Mobile, with the Fourth 
and Ninth Illinois regiments, sailed 
from Savannah today.

MASTER OF THE SITUATION, 


Gen. Otis Cables That Gen. Miller 
Has it Well in Hand. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Gen. Otis, 
commanding at Manila, has cabled the 
War Department that in his opinion 
Gen. Miller has the situation well in 
hand at Iloilo, and that he fully ‘un- 
derstands the purpose of the President 
not to crowd the insurgents unduly. It 
is highly desirable that a hostile colli- 
sion between the American forces and 
the insurgents be avoided at all haz- 
ards, at least, pending the ratification 
of the peace treaty, and, as Gen. Miller 
understands now this purpose on the 
part of the President, he will be guided 
by it, and may be relied upon to re- 
sort to force only under absolute com- 


‘pulsion. The officials here are now fully 


satisfied that the trouble at Iloilo may 
be traced directly back to the Spanish 
colonel, who was the senior Spanish 
army officer in the Philippine group, 
and recently in command of the Visayas 
group, including the principal island of 
Panay and the city and garrison of 
lloilo, by a superior force, the position 
of the Spanish was thoroughly tenable. 
They had repulsed every attack of the 
insurgents and had inflicted great loss 
upon the latter, and altogether there 
was no reason why they should not 
have held out indefinitely. This was 
practically the case in view of the 
knowledge of the Spaniards, that by 
the terms of the treaty, the United 
States government has undertaken to 
carry them back to Spain, involving, 
of course, their release from the siege 
at the earliest possible moment. It is 
Significant that Rios delayed _ the 
evacuationof Jloilo until he became in- 
formed that the Americans were com- 
ing, and there is curiosity here to 
learn how that important information 
reached Ioilo in advance of the move- 
ments of the American troops, and in 
the absence of callie connections. Un- 
doubtedly it was conveyed by a vessel 
and there may be a question raised as 
to the legitimacy of the transmission of 
news of the intentions of the Ameri- 
can troops in advance in this~fashion. 

One feature of Gen. Otis’s report that 
has escaped mention thus far, is his 
notice of the approaching meeting of 
the so-called Filipino ament, which 
is to gather, presumally at Malalos, 
about twenty miles from Manila, on 
the island of Luzon, Thursday next. 
A good deal of interest, is attached to 
this meeting, as Gen. Otis reports that, 
by the attendance, the strength of 
Aguinaldo’s party can be gauged. That 
this is waning rapidly is not doubted, 
and Gen. Otis feels that when the at- 
tempt is made to convene the Parlia- 
ment it will be found that Aguinaldo 
has lost his control of the majority, 
and cannot command even a working 
coalition. Such a state of affairs would 


tend to make easier the task of the 
military authorities of the United 
States, of establishing peacefully 


a 


temporary form of government for the 


Philippines that will command the sup- 
port of the people and receive the ap- 
proval of the civilized world. 

Gen, Otis has not yet published the 
proclamation by President McKinley, 
which was cabled from Washington to 
him about a week ago, Feeling full

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confidence in his judgment, the officials 
here are not disposed to question his 
W thholding the proclamation from the 
Filipinos, though it would seem that 
the main purpose in preparing arid 
cabling it was to soothe and satisfy 
the Filipinos and counteract the ‘insid- 
ious attacks the Spanish element has 
been making upon the integrity “ofr 
American intentions respecting the 
Philippines. 

Admiral Dewey was heard frém by 
cable at the Navy Department today, 
hut made no reference to the political 
Situation in the islands. He reported 
that he had found a building suitable 
for a naval hospital at Cavite, and 
asked authority from the department 
to establish it at once. It was not 
gathered that there is an unusual 
amount of sickness among the Ameri- 
can sailors, but realizing that the naval 
occupation of Manila Bay is to be of 
a permanent character, Admiral 
Dewey wishes to establish a shore hos- 


pital. Secretary Longe called upon 
Surg.-Gen. Van Reypen and after a 
consultation they cabled Admiral 


Dewey authority to establish the hos- 
nital. Medical Inspector Remus 
Parsons was selected to take charge of 
the new hospital, and has been ordered 
to start at once from New York. The 
necessary assistants will be selected 
from among the medical officers of Ad- 
miral Dewey's fleet. 


GEN. OTIS NOTIFIED. 


Plans to Reinforce Him Progressing. 
Anxious for Regulars. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Gen, Otis at 
Manila has been notified by cable of 
the arrangements that have been com- 
pleted to speedily reinforce his com- 
mand by the dispatch of six regiments 
of regular infantry. The Twentieth, 
now at Fort Leavenworth, will sail 
from San Francisco on the transport 
Seancia, January 7, and is timed to 
reach Manila by the end of the month. 
Maj.-Gen. Lawton has been in com- 
mand of the Fourth Regiment, now at 


ort Sheridan, Illl.; the Twelfth at 
vefierson Barracks, and the ven- 
teenth at Columbus -Barracks, Ohio, 


and is directed to sail with them, Jan- 
uary 12, from New York City on the 
transports Mohawk and Massachusetts, 
proceeding by way of the Suez Canal. 
This force under Gen. Lawton is ex- 
pected to reach the Philippines the sec- 
ond week in February. 

The other two regiments’. selected 
for garrison duty in the Philippines, 
the Third Infantry, at Fort Snelling, 
Minn., and the’ Twenty-second, at Fort 
Crook, Neb., will depart from San 
Francisco as soon as transports are 
available. The army steamer Senator, 
which left Manila, December 15, with 
the Astor Battery and other troops, 
bound for San Francisco, is due there 
early next week, and will be ready tu 
return with either the Third or the 
Twenty-second Regiment, five days 
later. 

While everything is being done by 
the War Department authorities tu 
expedite the departure of these troops 
in compliance with repeated intima- 
tions from Gen. Otis that he is anxious 
to exchange his volunteers for regu- 
lars, it has been found impossible to 
start them much earlier than the mid- 
die of January. which was the time set 
when it was first decided, two weeks 
ago, to send a portiun of the needed 
force by way of New York on account 
of the lack of transport facilities in 
the Pacific. 

Until these troops reach the Philip- 
pines it is not believed by the authori- 
ties that Gen. Otis will undertake any 
aggressive operations for the extension 
of American sovereignty over the va- 
rious provinces now held by the insur- 
gents—alihough he has full discretion 
in the matter—but that he vill reserve 
his forees for use in emergency should 
the insurgents grow unruly, particu- 
larly in the vicinity of Manila. Confi- 
dence was expressed at the War De- 
S,artment thut there would be no battle 
at Iloilo after every resource-of peace- 
able negotiations to induce the rebels 
to evacuate the city had been ex- 
hausted. . 


TO MUSTER OUT. 


Secretary Alger Makes 
Partial List.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 53.—Secretary 
Alger today made public a partial list 
of the regiments and other organiza- 
tions which, as a result of the signing 
of the Paris peace treaty, it has heen 
decided to muster out of the service.

Correspondence From the Principal 
Packers, All Innocent. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Commissary 
General Egan has ben steadily prose- 
cuting the inquiry into the methods fol- 
lowed by the big meat packing-houses, 
of putting up the meats supplied to the 
army during the war. Last week he 
made public a formal statement from 
the Armour Gompany, and today he 
gave out for publication the following 
letters addressed to Lieut.-Col. O. M. 
Smith, purchasing commissary at Chi- 
cago, which came from all save one-of 
the firms, who supplied the army meat, 
either refrigerated or canned: . 

“Swift & Co., Chicago, December 28, 
1898. 

“Replying to your letter of the 27th 
‘inst., we wish to state that we did nut 


able to answer your interrogations with 
regard to tinned beef. We are slaugh- 
terers andeshippers of refrigerated beef, 
and in all our experience have never 
used any chemicals whatsoever with 
refrigerated beef. 

“We have made shipments of refrig- 
erated beef to Santiago, Cuba, and 
Porto Rico, and have supplied the 
United States army during the month 
of December at the following places: 
Anniston, Ala.; Huntsville, Ala.; Knox- 
ville, Tenn.; Savannah, Ga.; Augusta, 
Ga.; Greenville, 5. C.; Somerville, 8. C.; 
Columbia, 8. C. 

“Beef shipped to Santiago de Cuba 
and Porto Rico and to various United 
States camps, was handled in exactly. 
the same way as that used to supply 
our various branch houses at different 
cities and towns in the United States 


and England, with which any one can

put up tinned beef, therefore are not. 


houses,

“Libby, McNeil & Libby, incorporated, 
Chicago, December 28. — 

“In reply to your letter of the 27th 
inst., we first commenced packing it 
twenty-five years ago. It is sold by all 
the wholesale grocers and retailers, and 
used by the mass of people—especially 
in mining camps. Large quantities have 
been consumed by the Alaska trade the 
last two years; also in South Africa 
mining regions. We also ship large 
quantities of it to our foreign trade, 
especially Scotland, and large quantities 
have ben used by other governments, 
and especially the French army. 

“In cooking the beef, and putting into 
cans there is naturally more or less 
juice that comes from the meat itself, 
as there is when cooking it at home, 
which is sometimes saved and used in 
making soups. The beef is not cooked 
for the extract. 

“In regard to cooking roast beef,we 
consider it cooked as much:as corned 
beef to make it tender, the same as 
corned beef, but it is done’ under a 
higher degree of heat, and consequently 
does not take as long to cook it. 

“Answe@ing your question in regard 
to te fixeggn ingredients and scraps 
being used In putting up this meat, will 
Say We use nothing but good, whole- 
some, sound government-inspected 
beef, and no scraps of any description 
are used. The fat in our can is part 
of and belongs to the beef which is 
packed in the can. There is none 
poured in. We do not handle refrig- 
erated beef.

“We repeat the questions for con- 
venience, putting the reply after each 
question. 

“Question. State the extent of tinned 
roast-beef industry? 

“Answer. Our business in this article 
is very large, extending all over this 
country and throughout England, and 
to the continent of Europe. 

“Q. How long has the article been 

in use, where used and by whom? 
“A. We have manufactured and sold 
the article in question for the last 
eighteen years, or thereabouts, selling 
it principally to the wholesale grocery 
houses and provision dealers; and 
tinned roast beef is and has been used 
by all classes of neonle. We have for 
years supplied this article, directly or 
indirectly, to the British government 
for the use of the navy, also the French 
government and to our government for 
use of the navy, in the latter case be- 
fore, during and after the Spanish war, 
and made our sales upon samples in- 
spected and approved by the proper 
board of inspection. 

“Q. Is it largely used in this country: 
if so by whom sold and the class of 
people who generally purchase it. 

“A. As stated in answer to previous 
questions, we have sold very exten- 
sively in this country for years, prin- 
cipally to the wholesale grocers and 
provision houses throughout this coun- 
try. We understand these people have 
in return supplied the retail grocers, 
ship chandlers, exporters and country 
merchants, so that it is and has been 
used and consumed by all classes of 
people. In addition, as we have stated, 
large quantities have been used by the 
American navy. 

“Q. If it has been sold to foreign 
countries, about how much and who 
uses it? 

“A. Our principal sales of this prod- 
uct have been to England, where we 
shipped many thousands of cases 
eV year for a long period of. years: 

co France. Our principal custcen- 
© have teen the governments and 
whilesale grocers and _ provision 
houses; ahd.we are informed-that- this 
product is sold by the later to retailers, 
who again distribute it to all classes of 
‘people, especially those who need the 
food for land sea voyages and in other 
cases where preserved meats. are 
required. 

“Q. Do all packers make soup from 
the water afte; cooking the tinned 
roast beef, or not? 

“A. We make no soup from the beef 
after cooking the tinned beef. 

“Q. Whether or not the tinned roast 
beef is cooked as much as the tinned 
corned beef? 

“A. Yes, it is even cooked in a 
higher temperature. 

“Q. Are any chemicals used in the 
process of tinned roast beef? 

‘‘A. No, none whatever. 

“Q. Have any of the packers ever 
used, and, if so, why, any scraps in 
putting up this meat, and where did 
they get the scraps—why are these 
scraps, if scraps, are used? 

“A. We have never used and do not 
use scraps in putting up this meat. 
We cut up certain cuts of meat, parts | 
of the carcasses and use such parts in 
the making of tinned roast beef. 

“Q. Whether in the course of pro- 
cessing or packing this tinned roast 
beef, tallow is afterward poured in or 
whether it is the fat that properly 
belongs to and is part of the meat? 

“A. We never pour in tallow of any 
kind, at any time. We cut up with the 
meat when it is raw, the fat that prop- 
erly. belongs to and is part of the 
meat. 

“Q. Do any of the packers at any 
time use any chemicals whatever with 
refrigerated beef, if so, why? 

“A. We do not and have not used 
any chemicals whatsoever with refrig- 
erated beef, and see no reason why 
any should be used. 

“Q. Has any packers who have fur- 
nished refrigerated beef to the sub- 
sistence department ever, or any- 
where, or to any extent, used any 
chemicals of any kind whatsoever in 
the treatment of refrigerated beef? 

“A. We certainly have not at any 
time or under any circumstances twhat- 
soever used any chemicals, and do not 
believe any other packers have. 

“Q. Whether any chemicals whatso- 
ever touch the meat itself? 

“A&A. No, we have never used chem- 
-icals under any circumstances. 

“QO. Has the meat ever been treated 
by any chemical process of any kind 
whatever? 

“A, No. never. 

“We trust that our replies above are 
clear and exhaustive enough for the 
purpose intended, and will be glad to 
furnish you any further information 
in our power.

MILES’S CRITICISMS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
Commissary Gen. Eagan, late in the 
afternoon, gave out for publication 
some additional correspondence relative 
to the criticisms passed by Gen. Miles 


to the army during the war. ° 

First is a letter from Maj. Black, who 
was Gen. Miles’s commissary during 
the Porto Rican campaign. In view 
of the regulations forbidding the de- 
struction or condemnation of any sup- 
nlies except on the finding of a prop- 
erly constituted board of survey, he 
was asked as to the correctness of a 
statement attributed to Gen. Miles, that 
190,000 pounds of canned beef had been 
condemned by him in Porto Rico.

Borrd of Survey. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The Board 
of Survey appointed by the Secretary 
of War to examine into and report on 
the responsibility for the loss of 300,000 
pounds of refrigerator beef of Swift & 
Co., which was rejected by Gen. Miles 
upon its arrival at Ponce, Porto Rico, 
and which was subsequently thrown 
overboard while en route on the return 
voyage, met today, but decided that 
inasmuch as the proceedings of a 
Board of Survey were subject to re- 
view, they would not be made public. 

The board can only find on informa- 
tion and recommend, subject to review 
of the appointing officer, in this case 
Secretary of War Alger. The board 
will investigate the questions with 
which they are charged. They inti- 
mate that the proceedings are not of 
great importance, in reality only in- 
volving recommendation as to whether 
Swift & Co. should be paid for the 
beef. Such a recommendation, how- 
ever, necessarily involves the fixing of 


the responsibility for the rejection of 
the beef. 


WILL INVESTIGATE RIGHT, 


That Spoiled Beef Matter Has not 


Been Aired Thoroughly.

PUBLIC DEBT STATEMENT. 


What Uncle Sam Owes and What He 
Hes in His Coffers. 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The monthly 
treasury statement of the public debt 
shows that at the close of business 
December 31, the debt, less cash in the 
treasury, amounted to $1,129,176,286, an 
increase during the month of $1,702,799. 
This increase is due to the delivery of 
3-per-cent. bonds of the new issue, pre- 
viously paid for. The debt is recapi- 

tulated as follows: 

Interest-bearing debt, $1,040,215,980; 
debt on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, $1,237,200; debt bearing no in- 
terest, $382,487,801; total, $1,423,940,981. 

This amount, however, does not in- 
clude $553,447,783 in certificates and 
treasury notes outstanding, which are 
offset by an equal amount of cash in 
the treasury. The cash in the treasury 
is classified as follows: 

Gold, $281,729,434; silver, $503,212,854; 
paper, $50,253,206; bonds, deposits in na- 
tional-bank depositories, disbursing of- 
ficers’ balances, etc., $95,235,855. Total, 
$930,431,351, against which there are de- 
mand liabilities standing amounting to 
$635,666,656, leaving a net cash balance 
of $294,764,695. 


RAILROAD IN ECUADOR. 


American Syndicate to Build One 
from Coast to Interior. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT,} 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—An Ameri- 
can syndicate has obtained the right 
to build a railroad in Ecuador, connect- 
ing the seacoast belt with the rich in- 
terior, heretofore almost cut off from 
the outside world. The details of the 
contract have not been officially pub- 
lished, but United States Consul de 
Leon, at Guayaquil, ‘has supplied she 
State Department with much data re- 
specting the enterprise, which, in his 
opinion, is likely to lead to the com- 
plete reformation of the country.

ADMERENATS AND OPPONENTS ARE 
EQUALLY SURE OF SUCCESS, 


Pennsylvania Supreme Court’s Ac- 
tion Linble to Cut Some Figure 
in the Senator’s Re-election— 
Caucus Held Yesterday — What 
Wanamaker Saye. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT “EPORT.} 


HARRISBURG .(Pa.,) Jan. 3.—Despite 
the efforts of the opponents of Senator 
Quay to secure appointment of the 
Senatorial caucus until a later day, 
the adherents of the senior Senator car- 
ried their point tenight, and secured 
the indorsement of their favorite by 
i09 of the 164 Republicans of the Penn- 
sylvania Legtslature. This is nineteen 
less than the number required to elect 
a United States Senator on joint ballot, 
the total membership being 254, of 
which 128 is a majority. The anti-Quay 
leaders are jubilant over the result of 
the caucus, and claim that the man 
they are fighting cannot succeed him- 
self in the Senate. 

On the other hand, the Quay people 
and Senator Quay himself, express con- 
fidence of ultimate victory. They say 
that of the absentees, two members of 
the House are kept away by sickness, 
and will vote for Quay. ‘This would 
leave him seventeen votes short of the 
number necessary to elect, and the ef- 
forts of the Quay leaders will be di- 
rected during the next few weeks to- 
ward securing these votes. It goes 
Without saying that they will be just 
as bitterly opposed in the future by the 
group of men who have made the fight 
against Mr. Quay, as they have been in 
the past. 

The Quay leaders during the past few 
days have been claiming anywhere 
from 118 to 135 votes in the caucus. The 
fact that the actual figure was away 
below ,their lowest claim, is regarded 
by many here as a source of great dis- 
appointment to them. The claims of 
these people are strong in the belief 
that Senator Quay is beaten. Undoubt- 
edly, the decision of Senator David 
Martin at an early hour this morning 
to remain in the caucus, had much to 
do with the success of the efforts of the 
anti-Quay people. Senator Quay has 
expressed confidence all along that 


time came to make his vote effective, 
but others well informed on the situa- 
tion have felt that if Martin found it 
possible to defeat Quay, he would 
throw all the strength of his political 
power against him. 

All agree that much depends upon 
State Supreme 
Court will take in Philadelphia on Jan- 
uary 7, on the proceedings brought be- 
fore that body through a writ granted 
recently, the effect of which is to bring 
the criminal proceedings against Sen- 
ator Quay before the court of review. 
If the proceedings are quashed by the 
Supreme Court, Mr. Quay will as- 
suredly be reélected.

Ship-wrecked Sailors in Frail Life- 
bonts Suffered Terribly from 
Cold and Hunger. | 


THRILLING TALE OF RESCUE. 


BRITISH NARK COLGATH CAME 
JUST IN. TIME, 


Urs. Botkin is UGetter—Gov. Undd 
Signs Commutaticns and Pardons,

Inauguration Today. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
ASTORIA (Or.,) Jan. 3.—The British 
bark Colgate, Capt. Griffith, arrived 
here today, having on board Capt. Q. 
_ Erickson and fourteen of the ship- 
“wrecked crew of the steam schooner 
Protection, which foundered thirty 
sniles off the mouth of the Columbia 
‘River at 4 o'clock on the morning of 
January 1. 


The Protection left Seattle at 2 
o'clock Thursday, December 29, with 
360 tons of coal for San Francsico. The 


weather was fine until approaching the 
mouth of the Columbia, when a heavy 
southeast gale sprang up. The Protec- 
tion was steaming under slow pell, and 
the sea was running very high, wash- 
ing over the vessel fore and aft. On 

the morning of Saturday, December 31, 

Chief Engineer Moores reported that 

she was leaking, and the pumps were 
;, immediately manned. The water in 
“the vessel’s hold was found to be gain- 
ing on the pumps, which were becoming 

choked with ‘the slack coal. The gale 
Linecreased in fury, and the steamer 
-yolled and pitched heavily. 

It was then determined to jettison the 
| cargo, and about thirty tons was dis- 
' charged from between decks. Finding 
‘the water steadily gaining, all hands 
“were again ordered to the pumps. The 

men recnained at them all of Saturday 
| night, and toward morning five feet of 
water was discovered to be in the hold 
and the steamer appeared to be sink- 
ing. The vessel was listing to star- 
board, and her stern was seen to be 
fast going down. Huge waves continu- 
ally swept over her fO&mward and aft, 
and Capt. Prickson saw that hits vessel 
would surely go down. 

At 4 o’clock on the morning of Jan- 
uary 1, the lifeboats were ordered low- 
ered. Second Assistant Engineer Car- 
vey while engaged in the work, was 
struck by the spinging of one of the 
boats and knocked overboard and 
drowned. In the darkness no assist- 
ance could be rendered the unfortun- 
ate man. After much difficulty the life- 
boats were launched and the steamer 
abandoned. First Officer Griffin had 
charge of one and Capt. Erickson com- 
manded the other lifeboat. Seven men 
embarked in each boat... The boats 
were supplied with water, meat and 
crackers, but the latter were useless, 
as they soon became wet. The boats 
were able to keep close together during 
the day, although the storm continued, 


and but little headway could be made 


The men suffered terribly from cold, 
as they had saved nothing from the 
sinking steamer but the clothes they 
had on. As the boats pulled away the 
Protection was laboring in the heavy 
sea. She still remained afloat during 
half an hour before she was lost to 
view. Capt. Erickson and First Officer 
Grffin agreed to steer on a certain 
course Guring the night, but the two 
boats soon separated after darkness set 
in and were lost to view. The cold 
was intense, and some of the men in 
Capt. Erickson’s boat were growing 
weak. 

During the night the second officer 
fell overboard from the boat, and being 
exhausted, would have drowned had 
not Capt. Erickson saved him. He 
grasped the man and pulled him jnto 
the boat. The-man lay down in the 
boat limp and almost lifeless. Shortly 
after daylight a sail was sighted, which 
proved to be the British bark Colgate. 
The two boats were soon together 
again and sighted the Colgate about 
‘the same time. Every one _ being 
drenched with water the vessel could 
‘not be signalled, but the shipwrecked 
crews saw that the Colgate was coming 
to their rescue. About 9 o’clock Mon- 
‘day morning the boats were alongside 
the Colgate and were soon on board. 

Some of the men were so exhausted 
that it was necessary to haul them 
on board the vessel with ropes. An- 
other night in the boat, Capt. Erickson 
says, would have caused the death of 
two or three men. Capt. Erickson and 
each member of the shipwrecked crew 
‘speak in high terms of their treatment 
by Capt. Griffith and Mrs. Griffith. 
Every comfort possible was provided 
‘until they were landed at Astoria. 
Capt. Griffith says that early Monday 
morning, ,when eighteen miles north- 
west of pe Disappointment, the two 
boats were sighted, but were at first 
believed to be two buoys adrift. By 
means of his glass, Capt. Griffith scon 
discoyered that the objects were boats 
and contained a shipwrecked crew. 

The Colgate stood off to sea during 
the night and was picked up by a tug 
this morning and towed inta port. The 
shipwrecked crew were taken in charge 
‘by Capt. Perriman, who is ‘here from 
San Francisco and represents the un- 
derwriters of the steamer Lahme. They 
are quartered at the Parker House. 
where they will remain until word is 
received from the‘owners of the Pro- 
tection in San Francisco. 

The Protection was a steam schoone 
of about four hundred tons burden, 
and was engaged in running between 
coast points and San Francisco. She 
was owed in San Francisco by the J. 8. 
Kimball! Co.

Atty.-Gen. Fitzgera!d Takes Steps to 
Bring It About. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 3.—-Atty.- 
Gen. Fitzgerald filed an important rait 
on behalf of the State of Californi. %*- 
day for the forfeiture of the franeise 
of the Giant Powder Company, cop- 
solidated, of this city, and for the pay- 
ment of $5000 for the alleged unlawfu, 
exercise of its privileges. 

The main allegation of the complaint 
Is that the Giant Powder Company en- 
tered -into a combination with other 
powder companies and formed a trust 


‘for the purpose of monopolizing the 


manufacture and sale of dyne-nite 
powder and other explosives, and for 
~ gamed raising the price of such arti- 
cles, 

It is contended that, by reason ef the 
dyramite trust, the prices of explo- 
sives have been excessively increased 
and free competition prevented. For 
the reasons given, the State demands 
the forfe‘ture of the company’s fran- 
chise, together with the imposition of ¢. 
fine of $5000 and costs. 


CHITOSE’S TRIAL TRIP. 


New Jnp Cruiser’s Speed Over 
Twenty-one Miles Per Hour. 
SANTA BARBARA, ~« Jan. 3.—The 
protected cruiser Chitose, built by the 
Union Iron Works, San Francisco, for 
the Japanese government, successfully 


completed the most severe trial to 
which she will be subjected before 
acceptance. She made a six-hour run 
over the course in Santa Barbara 


channel today, averaging 21.048 knots 
an hour, where 20.5 is required, an 
developing a maximum speed of 21.3 


under natural G@gaft. This completes 
her work in these waters, and she 
leaves tonight or tomorrow for San 


Francisco. But one test remains, a 
two-hour run under forced draft, in 
which she must average 22.5 knots, 
and this will be made outside Golden 
Gate. This test has been also practi- 
cally completed, for the cruiser has 
averaged 22.867 on two separate occa- 
sions. over an hour each time. But 
the contract requires that speed must 
be maintained for two consecutive 
hours. and the performance wil be 
repeated. Members of the Japanese 
trial board express satisfaction with 
the Chitose in every particular, and 
say that she has been accepted with 
‘the one reservation of forced-draft 
test. Scientific expert W. R. Eck- 
hart of the Union Iron Works, stated 
that data had not been completely 
worked out as to horse power and 
efficiency of propeller, but that indi- 
cations are that. with less than 135 
revolutions the ship will make 20.5 
knots. 

Evolution tests made today under full 
speed were also successful. The Chi- 
tose turned in a radius of 300 feet, 
and stopped from full headway to go- 
ing astern within her own length. Jap- 
anese naval authorities on board say 
no vessel in. the navy excels the Chi- 
tose. 


RAISIN MEN MEET. 


Consider Forms of Contracts to 
Govern Growers and Packers. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.]. 

FRESNO, Jan. 3.—A meeting of the 
California Rais', Growers’ Association 
was held here today at which dele- 
gates from all. parts of the State were 
present. The entire day was devoted 
to considering forms of contracts which 
shail govern the growers and pack- 
ers in the combine. 

Two contracts were adopted to gov- 
ern the packers, one for the private 
and coédperative packers, and the other 
for the commercial packers. The for- 
mer is very stringent in its provisions, 
and gives the association complete 
control of the goods handled by the 
packers. The association expects to 
sell directly all raisins packe@ under 
this contract. The contract with .the 
commercial packers is the same*except 
that they are permitted to buy the 
goods which they pack, and to sell the 
same on a 5-per-cent commission, not 
more than 2% per cent. of which can 
go for eastern brokerage under penalty 
of forfeiture of the entire commission. 
The form of the proposed contract has 
not been submitted to the packers, 
and it is not thought that they will 
accevt it. 

The contract with the growers is 
practically the same as that of last 
year, except.that it is revised to avoid 
the anti-trust law. Each grower sign- 
ing it turns over an individual 5-per- 
cent. interest in his crop to the asso- 
ciaton. in consideration cs $1 and the 
services of the associacion in grading 
and marketing the crop. The proceed- 
ings are very harmonious, and most 
of the forms were adopted unanimous- 
ly. The growers are determined to ex- 
terminate the commercial packers, and 
will probably suéceed if the present 
form of contract holds. 


Welburn Was Responsible. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 3.—In the 
hearing of the suits brought by the 
government against the bondsmen of 
ex-Collector Oscar M. Welburn, in the 
United States Circuit Court, to re- 
cover money embezzled from the United 
States through Welburn’s office, the de- 
fense today received a severe set-back. 
On motion of Assistant District Attor- 
ney Woodworth, Judge Morrow ortlered 
that part of the defendants answer be 
stricken: out, which claimed that the 
money was embezzled by Norton, the 
cashier, and that Welburn was not re- 
sponsible on his bond for these pecu- 
lations. The government held that 
Welburn was responsible for the acts 
of his subordinates, and was upheld in 
this contention by the court. 


Pardons und Commutations. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 3:—Gov. Budd 
today signed a number of commuta- 
tions and pardons of sentences, most of 
which were recommended by the prison 
directors. They are: W. A. Seehorn, 
of: Glenn county, manslaughter, par- 
doned; W. H. Eppinger of San Fran- 
cisco, embezzlement, pardoned on con- 
dition he leaves the State; Albert John- 
son, aged 19, criminal assault, ‘par- 
doned; Frank Gross, Tuoloumne, man- 
slaughter, sentences commuted: Frank 
Linchcomb; Sacramento, murder, sen- 
tenced for life, has been in jail thirty 
years, pardoned. Gov. Budd has 
granted ninety-three pardons and 
commutations during his term. 


Steamship Queen’s Reugh Voyage.. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. °3.—The 
steamship Queen arrived today from 
Seattle and way ports, after a very 
rough trip. High winds prevailed dur- 
ing the voyage, and on leaving thé 
sound the weather was unusually .se- 
vere, When 100 miles southeast of 
Cape Flattery, Charles Richman, a 
quartermaster, whose home is at San 
Francisco, Washed overboard.

BERESFORD ON CHINA. 


Says the Whole Effete System of 
Civilization Needs Reforniing. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, Jan. 3.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Thé Hongkong correspondent of 
the Times says Lord Charles Beresford, 
addressing the Chamber of Commerce 
there, Tuesday on the necessity of 
firmness in opposing Russian encroach- 
ments, repeated his advocacy of an al- 
liance between Great Britain, Germany 
and the United States and Japan, to 
maintain the “open door.” He made 
an interesting commentary upon Chi- 
nese affairs, remarking that all the in- 
stitutions of the country were in a 
deplorable effete condition. In his 
judgment, an army of 200,000 men 
might be maintained without increasing 
the present budget, if wastes were 
avoided. 

Lord Beresford said the whole sys- 
tem of Chinese administration §re- 
quired reforming. Reforms would not 
be difficult, as there was not heredi- 
tary right, feudal system, or vested 
interests such as existed when Japan 
initiated reforms. China was not over- 
taxed, he asserted, but simply taxed 
badly. “The first step in reform would 
be the adequate payment of the offi- 
cials.”” He predicted that there would 
be war sooner or later over the tariffs, 
saying that the French demands at 
Shanghai promised to make trouple. In 
conclusion he advocated a ‘chivalrous 
and clear policy toward China and the 
foreign powers interested in China.” 


CONTROLS EVERYTHING. 


Whitney Syndicate Gobbles Up Edi- 
son Illuminating Company.

Grove L. Johnson amended the apn- 
propriation bill for the benefit of State 
Printer Johnston today by cutting down 
the appropriation from $100,000 to $50,- 
000, and striking out the entire section 
relative to having printing done out- 
side. Assemblyman Conrey, who bids 
fair to become one of the most valuable 
members of the Southern California 
delegation, had his eye on this second 
section, and it would have fared badly 
at his hand if it had’ been necessary 
for him to act. 

Printer Johnston told the Times rep- 
resentative that he did not know how 
far his office is behind on printing, but 
he would keep up with legislative print- 
ing, and department reports would 
wait. He said the $100,000 appropriation 
would+be sufficient for legislative print- 
ing, but there would have to be another 
appropriation made in the General Ap- 
propriation Bill to carry the office un- 
til July. 

BUDD'S LAST FLINGS. 

The reading of Budd’s message, con- 
taining his last flings at the Republican 
legislature, was begun in the Assem- 
bly this afternoon, but on Belshaw’s 
motion the reading was quickly stopped 
and-the message ordered printed in the 
journal. 

Senator Perkins sent a long let- 
ter memorial tothe Legislature, vir- 
tually lecturing it on the evils of ex- 
pansion and asking how he should vote 
on war problems.

GAGE’'S INAUGURATION. 


Henry T. Gage of Los Angeles is to 
be inaugurated Governor of California 
at 1 o’clock tomorrow. The two houses 
of the Legislature met in joint session 
this afternoon to canvass the returnsin 
the recent élection, and the announce- 
ment of totals was greeted with hearty 
applause. The official figures are; Total 
vote for Governor, 286,996, of ‘which 
Gage obtoined 148,334, Maguire, 129,255. 
Total vote for Lieutenant-Governor, 
280,335; Neff, 146,325; Hutchison, 118,915. 
The difference betweene the Maguire 
and Hutchison votes is apparent at a 
glance, and shows that the tail of the 
Demopop ticket had less strength in it 
than the head had. 

The joint committee appointed by the 
Legislature to wait on Governor-elect 
Gage, Assemblyman Crowder of San 
Diego being one mamber, called on him 
at the Golden Eagle late this after- 
noon. They were received with the 
same unostentatiousness which marks 
Governor-elect Gage in his private and 
business affairs, and he apologized for 
the lack of anything in which to irti- 
gate. His Hospitality © Committee, 
headed by Senator Dickinson, placed 
at Gage’s disposal a carriage with 
which to make a call on his retiring 
predecessor, preliminary to the inaugu- 
ration of the new régime. 

It was suggested by a member of the 
comenittee that 11 o’clock would be a 
good hour at which to make a call, 
but the Governor-elect said it might be 
well to consult Gov. Budd in regard to 
that. Governor-elect Gage said to The 
Times correspondent that he had been 
to Los Angeles, but that his visit was 
avery hasty one. He brought his 
family back with him. The Governor- 
elect held quite a levee in the lobby of 
the Golden Eagle about 5 o’clock, and 
attracted more attention than Sena- 
torial Arspirants Barnes or Knight. 
His approachableness was very favor- 
ably commented on by the people in 
the lobby at the time 


HARBOR COMMISSIONERS. 
Assemblyman Works of San Diego 
has prepared a bill amending the Act 
of March 18, 1889, establishing a Board 
of Harbor Commissioners for San 
Diego. According to the provisions of 


Dinetti, saying the appeararice of 


the Works Bill, the commissioners 
shall have possession and control of 
the entire bay of San Diego, together 
with the improvements, rights, ' privi- 
leges, easements and appurtenances 
connected therewith, and the commis- 
Sioners shall have authority to use 
the streets of the city of San Diego, or 
of any city or town ending or fronting 
on the waters of San Diego Bay, for 
the purpose of loading or unloading, 
with the right to collect dockage, 
wharfage and tolls thereon, and to fix, 
from time to time, rates, dockage, 
wharfage, cranage, tolls and rents, and 
collect such amount of revenue there- 
from as will enable the commissioners 
to perform the duties required of them, 
and the commissioners may modify and 
establish such rates, collecting, as near 
as possible, equal amounts from dock- 
age and wharfage. | 
When such modification 
made, the collection of tolls must be 
abolished, and the toll collectors dis- 
charged. The commissioners shall con- 
struct such docks and wharfs at such 


any improvements are made the cost 
of which exceeds $3000, they shall ad- 
vertise for bids, or, if in the opinion of 
the commissioners, such work may the 
niore economically performed by them- 
selves, they may do 60. The commis- 
sioners shall have power to make regu- 
lations concerning the property of the 
State intrusted to them, and the mov- 
ing of goods thereupon, and set aside 
quarters for officials and harbor police. 

The commissioners may set apart for 
dry docks and marine railways such 
portions of the water front as the 
wants of commerce may require, and 
lease the same for a period not to ex- 
ceed fifty years. The State Harbor 


Commissioners are authorized, as soon 
as they may deem proper, to employ 
two engineers to act with the boards 
of , engineers in making surveys ard

sites as are deemed best, and whenever }- 


plan of the harbor for the construction 
piers, wharves and any  improve- 
ments that the board may deem a4- 
visable, but the board may from time 
to time order changes in said plan of 
improvements, and,. if adopted, the 
line chosen shall thereafter be the line 
of the harbor embankment and the sea- 
wall of harbor of San Diego; said sur- 
vey and plan as adopted shall be fol- 
lowed in the construction of said sea- 
Wall, piers, and wharves as safe as 
they may be made. 
The State Treasurer shall keep any 
money received by him for the purpose 
of said fund to the credit of a fund, to 
be known as the San Diego Harbor im- 
provement fund, after which drafts 
drawn by the board shall be paid out 
of this fund. Not more than one acre 
shall be leased except for railroad pur- 
poses nor shall leases of more than 
three acres in quantity be sold at any 
one public auction except when leased 
for railroad purposes. Whenever the 
Board of Harbor Commissioners have 
adopted the construction plans they 
shall have power to grant to any per- 
son permission to construct piers and 
wharves according to the plans, for a 
term of not more than fifty years, and 
to the highest bidder, at public auc- 


tion, after at least thirty days’ notice 
in the newspapers. 


The bill will be subjected to careful 
scrutiny, for it will form the basis for 
a bill which John T. Gaffey will have 
introduced to create a Boord of Har- 
bor Commissioners for San Redro. Gaf- 
fey says the harbor front of the outer 
harbor at San Pedro has never been 
granted to any Wody, and is in a con- 
dition for people to do as they please. 
He thinks it better to turn the lands 
over to the State than to trust them to 
the tender mercies of a possible ignor- 
ant Board of Trustees.

GENERAL. PROCEEDINGS, 


Tucesday’s Work in the Legislature, 
All Sure of Winning. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 3.—In his open- 
ing prayer this morning the chaplain 
of the Assembly, among other requests, 
asked earnestly that the representa- 
tives of the press might be made to 
see “things’ in the right way.” The 
Asemblymen then proceeded to add to 


the number of employés provided for in 
the Belshaw Bill. 


This was done by resolution intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Belshaw, of 
Contra Costa, the author of the origi- 
nal bill. By the resolution, eleven em- 
ployés were added to the pay roll of 
the Assembly, who are not provided 
for in the act of 1897. Caminetti (Dem.) 
opposed the resolution on the ground 
that it paved the way for the breaking 
down of the barrier against the reck- 
less employment of unnecessary help. 
But six members voted against it, 
however. Little other business was 
done by the Assemblymen at the morn- 
ing session, and adjournment was taken 
until 2 o’clock. 

When the members reassembled at 
that hour, the first thing that was 
taken up was the canvass of the vote, 
in connection with the members from 
the Senate, for Governor and Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. It was found that the 
vote was as follows: For Governor: 
Gage, 148,334; Maguire, 129,255: Harri- 
man, 5101; McComas, 4297. For WLieu- 
tenant-Governor, Neff, 146,325; Sohm- 
ers, 6304; Andrew, 8784; Hutchison, 
118,915. 

Gage and Neff were then announced 
to have been elected Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor of the State of 
California, respectively. 

The message of Gov. Budd, which had 
been introduced just previous to the 
canvass of the vote, was next-taken- up; 
It was ordered printed in the journal. 

The Assembly then went into session 
sider e Johnson bill, appropriatin 
$100,000 for the relief of the State Print. 
ing office. The appropriation was cut 
to $50,000, and the clause authorizing 
the State Printer to have work done 
outside the State office stricken out. 
The bill comes up for its third reading 
tomorrow, immediately after the read- 
ing of the journal. 

A resolution was adopted by which 
the Capitol building will be turned 
over to the Inaugural Committee from 
Saturday at noon until Tuesday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. The inaugural ball 
will be given Monday evening. 

Adjournment was taken until 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning. 


IN THE SENATE. 


The Senate this morning received an 
important communication from Sena- 
ct Perkins, in which he asks instruc- 
ion from the Senate on the pen 
question of territorial 
expressed himself as confident that 
this question is of more importance to 
the welfare of the country than is any 
problem that has arisen during the 
present generation. He stated that in 
the absence of instructions from the 
Legislature of California that he will 
vote to amend section 7 of the treaty 
Which provides for the payment of $20,- 
000,000 for the relinquishment of Spain’s 
Sovereignty or her interests in the 
Philippine Islands. He is of the opinion 
that the United States requires only 
a military reservation, naval and coal- 
ing station in the islands. Further, it 
seems to him that to acquire territory 
on the Asiatic coast is contrary to the 


Spirit of the Constitution. The cost 
maintaining a Standing army in the 
Philippines and the expense of civil 


government for the islands 

given as another reason wie 
United States should not acquire 
them. The exports from the islands to 
all the world are pointed out to be but 
$30,000,000 annually. The fact that the 
islands are densely populated is given 
as$ a reason why they are incapable of 
developments as was the Louisiana 
purchase, California and Alaska. The 
unhealthiness of the climate is urged 
as another argument against acquiring 
them. The influence upon American 
industry, notably that of the raising of 
sugar beets, and upon American labor 
by the acquiring of the islands is 
pointed out in the latter as not for the 
best interests of the country. 

The communication was ordered pub- 
lished in the journal. : 

The Governor's message was received 
at the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion, and after it had been filed with 
the clerk, the Senators went over to 
the Assembly chamber for the purpose 
of canvassing the wote for Governor 
and Lieutenant-Governor.

HEROIC ELEVATOR BOY: 


SAVED THE LIFE OF AN ELECTRIC 
LIGHT TRIMMER. 


Thrilling Incident in the Bradbury 
Block—J. W. Norman Burned 
and Shocked, but Saved from an 
Awful Fate by Charles Sanchez. 


The heroic action of Charles San- 
chez, an elevator boy employed in the 
Bradbury Block, saved J. W. Norman, 
an electric-light trimmer, from a hor- 
rible death yesterday morning. 

It is Norman’s duty to trim a large 
arc light suspended from the roof over 
the large central court of the Bradbury 
building. The light hangs at a level 
with the elevator cage when it is at 
the fifth floor. Norman reaches it from 
the cage with a long hook, draws it 
over to the elevator, and puts it in or- 
der while the elevator boy stands on 
guard at the open door overlooking the 
court, to prevent the lamp from swing- 
ing back into placé. 

“While Norman Was trimfiing the 
lamp yesterday he managed to form a 
circuit while grasping the lamp with 
one hand and the iron work of the ele- 
vator with the other. The _ electric 
current shot through his body, con- 
stricting his muscles so that he could 
not loosen his hold on the lamp. At 
the same time he was powerless to ex- 
ert any force in holding back the lamp, 
and slowly the heavy object .began to 
swing back toward the center of the 
court, dragging the unfortunate man 
along with. it. As soon as his feet 
had left the elevator floor, his weight 
would have torn him loose from the 
lamp, of course, and he would have 
been dashed to death on the tiled floor 
of the corridor, nearly 100 feet below. 

Norman realized his perilous posi- 
tion, and screamed lustily. Dozens of 
people rushed from the offices in the 
building, and were horror-stricken 
upon beholding the awful fate that 
seemed to be inevitable for the elec- 
tric-light man. _. 

Charles Sanchez, the elevator boy, 
was the hero for the emergency. He 
took in the situation the moment Nor- 
man began screaming. Sanchez is a 
very slight youth, but he is made of 
the right stuff. Throwing his arms 
around Norman’s waist he held gn like 
grim death and tugged manfully away 
to prevent the man from being 
dragged out of the cage into the yawn- 
ing abyss. Sanchez also received a 
shock from the electric ‘juice,’ but 
he managed to kick the lamp out of 
Norman’s hand, thus breaking the cir- 
cuit and saving the man’s life. ~ 

Norman’s hand was badly burned, 
and his nervous system all knocked 
out of gear for the time being, but he 


will soon be able to resume his du- 
ties.

"GEM OF THE ANTILLES.” 


Special Commissioner Porter Thinks 
There is Hope for Her. 
[ASSOCIATED PRES* NIGHT REPORT. ] 
‘“WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Robert P. 
Porter, the special commissioner of the 
Treasury Department, has made a re- 
port to Secretary Gage on the eco- 
nomic and business conditions in the 
island of Jamaica, and their applica- 

tion to the plans of Cuba. 

“In comparing British administration 
in Jamaica with any possible opera- 
‘tions of the United States government 
‘in Cuba,” says Mr. Porter, “‘the fact 
_of the great difference in the popula- 
tion must be considered. 

“In Jamaica not over 15,000 of the 
700,000 population are white. In Cuba 
a majority of the people are white. 
The census of 1887 showed § 1,102,889 
white and 528,797 colored. Half a cen- 
tury of British rule in Jamaica has im- 
proved these people, nearly all of whom 
were slaves when the work was begun. 
Cuba, under such a government as 
England has given Jamaica, in all rea- 
sonable probability, would have num- 
bered at this time a population of 
from 4,000,000 to 5,000,000, a greatly-in- 
«reased commerce, diversified indus- 
tries, magnificent main and parochial 
roads, an adequate railway system, and 
a degree of prosperity and civilization 
-far in excess of that which the United 
States officials found confronting them 
when they took possession of the isl- 


-and.” 


With the American fruit ‘market in- 
-adequately supplied, and the English 
-market practically untouched, Mr. Por- 
ter thinks that there is hope in Cuba, 
especially in Santiago province, for 
‘diversified industries, created by rapid 
transportation.

entire customs receipts each week to 
the city. As cabled last night com- 
pliance with these instructions weuld 
Nvolve the abandonment of :nany nec- 
essary public improvements, which 
would throw 10,000 Cubans out of em- 
ployment and send them to the hiils 
to become bandits, and would revive 
Spain's practice of monetary centrali- 
zation, which caused most of her trou- 
ble in Cuba. It is believed Gen, Wood 
is desirous of seeing the President on 
this subject. 

There was a mass meeting today of 
business men of all kinds to protest 
against the order from Havana. The 
members of the San Carlos Club are in 
a fever of excitement. They say, as 
previously pointed out, that the main 
cause for complaint against Spanish 
rule was the continual demand for 
money obtained from the defendant 
provinces which, they claim, should re- 


main in the provinces and be spent } 


there. 

Col. Valinente, the Cuban, who was 
appointed chief of the gendarmerie, 
was quite 


outspoken on the subject. 
He said the Cubans had fought thirty 
years against 


this policy and 
they were ready to fight 
thirty years more, if necessary. 


Americans who are familiar with the 
Situation here agree in saying the Cu- 
bans have good cause for complaint in 
this instance. 

GREAT MASS MEETING. 

The mass meeting today was held in 
the Plaza and was attended by three 
thousand persons. Energetic speeches 
were made against the policy of cen- 
tralizing money at Havana. 

Most cf the speakers declared that the 
principle which it was now proposed 
to put into effect again had been fought 
against by them for thirty years. All 
were exceedingly eulogistic in their ref- 
erences to Gen. Wood, imploring him to 
use his influence with the Washington 
sovernment against a revival of one of 
the features of the Spanish régime. 

Gen. Wood expressed the emphatic 
opinion that all customs receipts should 
be expended in the respective provinces 
in which they are taken, with the ex- 
ception of such a percentage for Ha- 
vana aS may be necessary for govern- 
mental expenditures, geological surveys 
and other features of public business of 
that character. 

The local papers again renewed their 
assertions that if such an order is en 
forced it will mean, if not civil war. at 
least anarchy and riot in the province 
of Santiago, calling for a large force 
of United States troops. 

The Cubans -are making elaborate 
preparations for a demonstration on 
Gen. Wood's departure. A band will 
escort him to the wharf tomorrow 
morning, and the members of the Su- 
preme Court will accompany the Mis- 
sissippi down the bay on a steamer at 
the expense of the Cubans. 


CUBAN RAILWAYS, 
English Syndicate Buying 
Blocks of Stock. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says by the 
purchase of a large block of stock of 
the Caibarien Railway, Il. Ruiz & Co., 
bankers, representing English capital- 
ists, have secured a controlling interest 
in that line. The same men have also 
been large purchasers of the stocks of 
the Sagua and Cienfuegos companies. 
They expect to have soon a controlling 
interest in those two concerns, and, 
owning, as they do, the united railway 
lines, will be in a position to dictate 
terms to the Jucaro Company, which 
is the wealthiest and most prosperbus 
in the island. If the Jucaro stock can- 
not be purchased, the line will undoubt- 
edly be paralleled, thus giving a trunk 
line from Pinar del Rio to Santa 
Clara, 

In securing of the Caibarien, the 
Englishmen carried the price of the 
stock from about 65 to 88, most of the 
stock being bought at about 75. The 
Caibarien has a capital stock of $2,- 
275,000 and a debt of $330,000. The Sagua 
line, which will probably be the next 
system to be acquired, has a capital 
stock of $3,000,000 and no debts. The 
Cienfuegos line has a ciptal stock of 
$2,500,000 and debts of $8000. The united 
railway has a capital or $7,000,000, and 
a bonded indebtedness of $8,000,000. This 
concern controls the Havana Bank of 
Commerce, the Regla warehouses, and 
much real éstate. The Jucaro Com- 
pany, which will fight hard against the 
English company, has a capital of $8,- 
000,000, and no debts. The line earned 
3 per cent. during the war, and in nor- 
mal times earns 10 per cent., being a 
favorite investment with the Spaniards 
for trust funds. 

AMERICAN CONTROL. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says Ameri- 
can control in Cuba works smoothly. 
Gens. Brooke and Ludlow are begin- 
ning the reorganization of the civil ad- 
ministration satisfactorily. The Cubans 
are well pleased. Part of the Span- 
iards are sullen, but the commercial 
classes are satisfied with the new 
régime. The understanding is that 
no members of the former autonomist 
Cabinet are to be included’ in Gen. 
Brooke's proposed council of advisors. 
They are all unpopular and lack confi- 
dence of both element.

Factories Can Run Without Strikers, 
Gompers on Hand.

The strike leaders assert that 
only a small percentage of those who 
struck have returned under the ‘free- 
shop” system, and that the position of 
the union is as strong as at the. be- 
ginning. 


JOHNSON’S CONTEST. 


Senatorial Fight in South Dakota 
Waxes Quite Active. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGIIT REPORT.] 
BISMARCK (N. D.,) Jan. 3.—There 
was considerable activity today in the 
Senatorial contest. The anti-Johnson 
leaders have bec. especially active, 
and, according to them, the Congress- 
man’s managers have secured seven- 
teen ironclad pledges of support, and 
twenty-six altogether, in somewhat 
modified form.

FIGHTING THE TRUSTS. 


Atty.-Gen. Monnett of Ohio After Na- 
tional Biscuit Company, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

COLUMBUS (0O.,) Jan. 3.—Atty.-Gen. 
Monnett filed in the Supreme Court a 
petition to oust the National Biscuit 
Company from doing business as a 
trust in this State. The petitions have 
been in readiness for several days 
awaiting a favorable opportunity for 
filing. The suit is in line with the At- 
torney-General’s policy of fighting 
trusts in Ohio. 

The petition filed relates that com- 
plaints. have been meade to him by 
wholesale grocers regarding the meth- 
ods of the trust, which he holds is con- 
trary to the anti-trust law passed by 
the State Legislature. It is claimed 
that other manufacturers are kept out, 
so that the grocers are forced to pay 
the exorbitant prices asked. As an 
illustration it is stated that the price 
charged for crackers is equal to that 
of a bushel of wheat. Atty.-Gen. Mon- 
nett claims that the biscuit cOMpany 
is capitalized for $55,000,000, but only 
has $5,000,000 in the business.

OPENING OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

After protracted caucusing on the 
Assembly side, the two houses finally 
met and began their organization to- 


day. There was a deal of suppressed 
excitement apparent among members, 
for the threat of an open avowal of 
Dan Burns's candidacy, which has been 
hanging like the sword of Damocles 
over their heads for so long a time, 
together with expectation that Duck- 
worth would turn to and roast the As- 


| sembly, taken in conjunction with the 
scramble for patronage, was a combt- 
nation almost too much for nerves to 


stand. 


| Burns, after throwing out dark hints 


as to what he was about to do, finally 
granted a statement to an obscure 
sheet, evidently in the hope that it 


would not be seen, and that he could 


still keep the legislators guessing. He 
would not have made any statement at 
all, had it not been that his following 
feared the effect of his skulking in 
the dark and begged him to come out 
into the open. However, he has fooled 
nobody, for his candidacy, if not 
avowed by himself, has been admitted 
. by his most ardent supporters. 

Duckworth did not keep the legisla- 
tors guessing long. He could not pour 
his tale of woe into the ear of each of 
them around the hotels, but as soon as 
he could he started in upon them, and 
withstood all efforts to call him off un- 
til Grove L. Johnson took the bull by 
the horns and proceeded to organize 
the Assembly himself. Duckworth, 
seeing the jig was up, yielded as grace- 
fully as possible, after asking that a 
compromise be effected on the basis of 
publishing his remarks in the Journal, 
which ‘vas refused. His refusals tu 
recognize Melick’s and Belshaw’s mo- 
tions and appeals were greeted with 
laughter, but when Johnson denounced 
him and declared that even Czar Reed 
would not dare do as he were doing, 
and that if the Assembly did its duty 
it would take him (Duckworth) from 
the chair by force, the members forgot 
their desire to hear what Duck:vorth 
wished to say, and applauded Johnson 
vigorously. 

The full text of Duckworth’s  sup- 
pressed address is given here as the 
valedictory of one who was, in some 
senses of the word, the most prominent 
figure in the Legislature of 1897. 
reference to The Los Angeles Times is, 
of course, absurd and malicious, as 
The Times was actuated in its criti- 
cisms of Duckworth’'s actions solely by 
the desire to have the State saved 
from disgraceful extravagance, and tu 
see those responsible therefor brought 
to justice. In beginning his address 
today, the ex-chief clerk occupied the 
Speaker's desk, and his sonorous voice 
was full and well under his control. He 
said:

“As chief clerk of the Assembly 
Which adjourned March 16, 1895, I pre- 
sided at the opening of the Assembly 
two years ago, performing for that 
distinguished body the same service 
I am performing now for this House. 
My duties began at 12 o'clock, noon, 
and ended at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon of January 4, 1897, at which

(Assembly Journal, page 


“During the first two weeks of that 
session the public prints teemed with 
cwiticisms of the Assembly for the ex-) 
travagance committed in the tem- 
porary organization. On January 12, 
there was introduced a resolution call- 
ing’ for information relative to the 
laws under which the temporary at- 
tachés had been employed. (Assem- 
bly Journal, page 87.) By this time 
every newspaper in the State except 
those published in Monterey county, 
where I was well known, charged me 
with responsibility for the expendi- 
tures incurred in this connection. The 
public mind was thus educated to be- 
lieve that in some mysterious manner 
I, a total stranger to fully 99 per cent. 
of the temporary attachés, and with- 
out voice or vote either in the Re- 
publican caucus or on the floor of the 
House. had appointed these -people 
to public offices and coerced the State 
Treasurer into paying them exorbitant 
salaries for nothing in contravention 
of the law. 

“No one was more active in spread- 
ing this false and infamous idea than 
Speaker Coombs, who, alone, by sim- 
ply refusing to approve the pay roll 
when it was presented to him, could 
have stopped the payment of every 
dollar appropriated by the House for 
the temporary organization. He un- 
hesitatingly approved that document 
when it was presented to him, and 
when the press began to ¢riticise the 
Legislature for its extravagance, he 
was the first to suggest that I could 
volunteer to assume all responsibil- 
ity therefor, and thus save the good 
name of the Republican party and its 
legislators of the odium which rested 
upon them—all as a mark of gratitude 
for the honors they had conferred upon 
me in years past. This I most posi- 
tively refused to do, and I insisted 
upon a public investigation of the 
whole matter. In the mean time I 
had completey broken down in health, 
and the inquiry was started while I 
Was confined to my bed, and even the 
members of my Own family were de- 
nied admission to my room.” 

This was as far as Duckworth was 
allowed to proceed. The rest of his 
prepared address was as follows: 

“Every person euspected of being 
able to in any wise reflect on my 
public or private life was subpoenaed 
to testify. But the chairman of the 
committee Assemblyman Waymire, 
who is a candidate for Attorney-Gen- 


eral of the United States, and the 
special prosecutor, Assemblyman 
Chynoweth. who was a candidate for 


Assistant United States Attorney, be- 
ing desirous of catering in all things 
to Speaker Coombs, who was then a 
candidate for Minister to Japan and 
is now a candidate for United States 
Attorney, refused to summons persons 
whose testimony would clear my name 
of all the charges hurled against me, 
and I was left without any witnesses 
except those whose expenses I could 
afford to defray out of my own lim- 
ited funds. 

“As the result of its ex parte in- 
vestigation. conducted under the spe- 
cial patronage of Speaker Coombs, 
Chairman McLaughlin, of the Repub- 
lican State Committee, the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, Sacramento Bee, San 
Francisco Examiner, Los Ange‘es 
Times. and a majority of the very men 
who had demanded and received eight- 
dollar-per-day positions for their 
friends in the temporary appointments, 
the special investigating committee re- 
ported: 

*“First—That temporary attachés had 
been appointed at every session of the 
California Legislature commencing 
with the first session. . 

“Second—That the Assembly could 
and should have transacted the busi- 
ness of temporary organization for the 
sum of 

“Third—That the Assembly  pa'‘d 
$4265.10 to 112 persons for do'ng nothine 
on the 4th day of Janwary, 1897. 

“Fourth—That tho Criet Merk did 
not profit, nor attempi to prefit, finon- 
cially or otherwise frora the apnoint- 
ments of temporary gttechés, but that 
he was a man of unusual intelligence 
and should have informed the Ascem- 
bly that it had no r'ght to foolishly. 
if not criminally, throw away § over 
$4200 of the people’ money. Wherefore 
it recommended that— 

“Fifth—The Chief. Clerk should be 
made to suffer. 

“The resolution presented by Assem- 
blyman Waymire providing for my dis- 
missal from office was refused ad op- 
tion by a large vote, and to the extent 
that I triumphed over all my enemies 
I received a vindication at the hands 
of the Assembly. But even now cer- 
tain portions of the press as persist in 
referring to the acts of the last As- 
sembly and its Speaker as things for 
which I should be blamed. In view of 
these circumstances, having no desire 
for further political service, for 1 prcfe: 
to devote what meagre abilityel pos- 
sess to the private employment in 
which I am now profitably engaged, I 
have to request, as the last act of my 
official career, that in the records of 
this day there shall appear a brief 
statement of what your own Journal 
shows relative to the appointment and 
payment of temporary attachés two 
years ago. 

“As heretofore stated, 112 
were appointed to transact the busines 
of temporary organization. (p. 3 Jour- 
nal.) Their term of office, if any ser- 
vice at all was rendered by any of 
them, lasted from 12 o'clock noon to 4 
o'clock p. m. of the day of their ap- 
vointment, when the permanent organi- 
zation of the Assembly was perfected. 
(p. 9 Journal.) The matter of com- 
pensation for their alleged services was 
referred by Speaker Coombs to _ the 
Committee ons Mileage, consisting of 
five members appointed by himself. (p. 
15 Journal.) 

“This committee first reported Janu- 
ary 6, 1897. Because of inequalities in 
the sums recommended by it to be paid 
the report was referred back to the 
committee for further consideration. 
(p.-38 Journal.): The Mileage Commit- 
tee again reported January 7, 1897, 
recommending the payment of a full 
week’s salary, and, in some _ cases, 
mileage to 112 attachés appointed, as 
has been said, to transact the business 
of temporary organization, which em- 
ployment, if it ever existed, lasted but 
four ‘hours. ip. 59-60.) 

“The Assembly debated the report 
and several members offered amend- 
ments to cut down the amounts recom- 
mended by the Mileage Committee. All 
these amendments were overwhelm- 
ingly defeated, and the original report 
of the committee was adopted by 
unanimous vote-of the House. 
gether $4265.10 were thus ordered ex- 
pended by the Assembly. 

“The evidences taken before the in- 
vestigating committee (hereinabove re- 
ferred to) shows that I was the only 
person who appeared before the Mile- 
age Committee and urged it to cut 
down.the amounts proposed by it to 
be recommended to the Assembly for 
payment. 

“The report of the Mileage Commit- 
tee having been adopted by the House, 
the sergeant-at-arms of. the Assemblx 
made up a pay roll which later became 
known as the temporary pay roll. This 
document, together with the pay-rol! 
of mileage tO members of the Assem- 
bly, was presented by the clerk of the 
Sergeant-at-arms to Frank L. Coombs, 
Speaker of the Assembly, whose duty 
it was to approve them if he found 
them correct and just, or to call the 
attention of the House to them if he 
found them otherwise. 

“The Speaker refused to approve the 
pay roll of mileage to members, which 


the House had previously voted, call-| 


nig the attention of the Assembly to 
certain irregularities in the sums voted, 
and the matter was referred to the 
Committee on Mileage for further con- 
sideration. The mileage to members of 
the Assembly was, in consequence of 
the Speaker's action, not paid until 
the 13th day of January. (p.. 106-10) 
Journal.) 

“The pay roll of the temporary at- 
tachés was, however, approved by the 
Speaker the moment it was presented 
to him. This act on his part Jeft the 
Controller of State no option but to 
draw warrants in favor of the parties 
mentioned in the temporary pay roll, 
and they were drawn against the con- 
tingent fund of the Assembly to the 
amount of $4265.10. 

“I offer the foregoing statement be- 
cause, as all the world knows, I had 
no earthly interest in any of the ap- 
pointments which were made the basis 
of- so much séandal, Sufely it never 
was intended that the chief cierk 
should be the guardian angel of the ASs- 


sembly or the tutor of the Speaker. 
Those Assemblymen who were not 


men enough to stand the consequences 
of their own acts, may imagine that 
they fill an extra large space in the 
public eye, because they asked and re- 
ceived a service from a friend and then 
returned the favor by disgracing end 
dishonoring that friend as far as their 
puny abilities admitted. But they will 
find that outside of the Belshaws, the 
Valentines, the Coombs, the Chyno- 
weths, the Norths, the Crosses and the 
Melicks, respectable men view such 
doings with contempt. 

“That every act based on unfairness 
and ill will carries with it its own pun- 
ishment is proven by the experience of 
this body ttooday. One of the first 
things you will be called upon to do 
will be to disregard the letter or thé 
spirit, or to repeal, the so-called Bel- 
shaw act, which transfers from the 
majority to the minority the right of 
final decision as to who and what your 
servants shall be. This act was im- 
posed upon you by the whip and spur 
of Speaker Coombs, after he had belied 
the sincerity of his purpose by giving 
the State the most extravagant Assem- 
bly ever housed within these walls. 
But after he had approved the tem- 
porary pay roll with its appropriation 
of $4200 and more, and had failed to 
secure the dismissal of a chief clerk 
who had the manhood and independ- 
ence to challenge him to battle on the 
issue of responsibility for that unwar- 
ranted expenditure, he had to do some- 
thing, however desperate, to establish 
or sustain his reputation as a purist 
and reformer. The result is the hotch- 
potch known as the Belshaw act. which 
is destined to enjoy the distinction of 
being on the statute books a shorter 
period of time than any other law ever 
enacted by the California Legislature.” 

From. proceedingse had in caucus, 
Duckworth’s prediction that the RBel- 
shaw Bill will be amended, seems cer- 
tain of fulfillment.

RAINSTORM OVER

FAIR WEATHER IS {LL THAT THE 
EXPERTS WILL PREDICT. 


Storm Passes Eastward and Clear- 
ing Weather Ensues—Resualts of 
the Showers in Southern Cali- 
fornia—December as Compared 
With Other Decembers, 


The rain is over and the weather 
sharps hold out no hopes of an immedi- 
ate return of another such welcome 
visitor. The area of low pressure 
whose presence in Northern California 
caused the rain in Los Angeles and 
its vicinity has passed off to the east- 
ward and yesterday afternoon the signs 
were all for fair weather. 

Weather Observer Franklin yester- 
day predicted for today fair, cool 
weather, a few degrees warmer than 
yesterday. Frost was expected in low 
grounds last night. ‘che an Francisco 
forecast was the same, except for a 
conjecture that the frost would not be 
severe enough to injure citrus fruit. 

The rain tor the twenty-four hours 
was .5f inches in Los Angeles. The 
rainfell for the season has now been 
13 of aninch. in San Diego there was 
a precipitation of .490 of an inch, and 
at San Luis Obispo .40°- of an inch. 
There were 5 inches of snow at Spo- 
kane, 3 imcnes at Roseburg, Or., 2 
inches at Tacc-na and an inch at Flag- 
staff. The most shivery place in tne 
country yesterday was Havre, Mont., 
where the thermometer went down to 
20 deg. below zero. 

Nothing official will be known re- 
garding the effect of.the rain on the 
crops until next Monday, when the 
weekly crop reports are received by 
Weather Observer Franklin. The regu- 
lar weekly bulletin issued Tuesday next 
will contain this information. By that 
time it will be apparent just what the 
immediate effects of the showers have 
Leen. Everybody, however, seems io 
be encouraged ty the downpour, and 
sanguine hopes are expressed as to the 
food results of the rainstorm. 

The total precipitation for the three 
rainy days in December was only .12 
of an tneh. The averare precipitation 
for the month for the vast twenty 
years, according to the-monthly sven- 


mary issued yesterday ’ Observer 
Franktin. has been 3.98 inches, so the 
defictency was 3.86 inches. The heav- 


jest December rainfreil there has been 
sinee records » first officially kept 
in Los Angeles was in 1889, when whe 
precipitation was 15.80 inches.

FORMALLY CHARGED WITH THE 
MURDER OF KING, 


Contents of the Last Letter Written 
by Defendant to George King. 
Mre..Strnube Dentes an Asser- 
tion in King’s Statement—’'I 
Love Him still.’ 


The first judicial act of Justice of 
the Peace Austin yesterday morning 
was the arraignment of Teresa Kerr 
for killing Bloom King. 
9:30 o'clock Detective F. H. 
Steele swore to a complaint against 
Miss Kerr. charging her with murder, 
and prompty at 10 o'clock she was es- 
corted into the courtroom by Bailiff 
Appel. Messrs. Davis and Morrison, 
her attorneys, three newspaper report- 
ers and a few. snectators were pres- 
ent. The accused woman was death- 
ly pale, and showed traces of the 
great mental strain under which she 
has been laboring since the night of 
the tragedy, Friday, December 30, 1898. 
During the short time she remained in 
court she was calm, but the effort at 
self-control cost her quite a struggle, 
as was painfully apparent to those in 
the courtroom. 

Slowly Justice Austin began reading 
the complaint against hrr, and when 
he came to the name Teresa Kerr he 
asked her if that was her name. 
She lowered her eves and her lips he- 
gan to quiver, but no sound did 
utter. On the question being repeated 
she gave an almost imperceptible nod 
of her head and then buried her

that. the weman was glad that their 
matters had been settled, and that the 
proposition for a separation had come 
from him. She had realized tor scme 
time that it was for the best, because 
she saw thet they could not live hap- 
pily together, but she did not Wish to 
take the responsibility of bringing it 
about. Ske hoped to get some money, 
and if so she would leave «uietly in 
a few days, but in the mean titne she 
begged him ta see her just once mere. 
The letter: contained no threat. 

Mrs. Straube was indignant 
assertion in King’s postmortem state- 
ment to the effect that knew the 
woman was not his wife. She asserts 
that when King applied at her house 
for room and beard, in response to an 
advertisement. he asked for room and 
board for himself and wife. She showed 
him a reom in a house adjoining, in 
the front part of the yard, the house in 
which Mrs. Straube lives being some- 
what in the rear. Mr. King objccted 
to the room in the front house, as his 
wife would be lonesome, so Mrs. 
Straube gave him a room in-the rear 
house, where she and her family live. 
One week before King left the house 
he said to Mrs. Sorabjee, Mrs. Straube’s 
housekeeper: 

“Please go in and see my wife; she 
is under the weather.” 

The day before the letter was writ- 
ten, when Mrs. Straube discovered tha’

the woman was penniless, she asked 
ber why she did not go to the City 
Hall and see King. The woman said 


that she did not wish to go and see him 
there, as she wished to avoid creating 
a scene before others, for his sake. Mrs. 
Straube asked her avhy she did not 
send . messenger to his office, and she 
said it was because she had no money, 
whereupon Mrs. Straube gave her 10 
cents for a messenger boy. The woman 
then begged Mrs. Straube to write the 


message for her, saying: “He won't 
come for me. Oh! plead with him to 
come and see me just once more! Do 


plead fer me!” 

Mrs. Straube wrote the message, ask- 
ing King to call and see the woman, 
as she was very nervous. King an- 
swered that if the woman wanted to 
see him she would have to meet him 
at the ‘‘old place.” 

The next day Mrs. Straube went to 
King‘s office to ask him for the money 
which he owed her. He saw her enter 
the office and hurried into another 
room, the other men telling her that 
he was gone. Mrs. Straube said she 
knew better, because she had seen 
him, so presently he came out and 
went out into the hall with her. He 
promised to pay her the next day at 
noon. Mrs. Straube asked King to see 
his wife, as she was in a terrible frame 
of mind. King declined to do so, say- 
ing that if she came to the office he 
would not see her, as she was only a 


woman of the streets anyway. 


Mrs. Straube says that Miss Kerr 
read only the best of books and showed 
the reporter a lot of literature found 
in her room, bearing Woman 
and home, cooking. etc. Miss Kerr had 
at one time spoken in a happy manner 
of the time when she and her husband 
would’ be keeping house. 

King took Miss Kerr to Mrs. Straub’'s 
house on Wednesday afternoon, August 


24, 1898. and continued to take his 
breakfast and supner there until the 
morning of November 2, when he ate 


his last meal at the house. After that 
he went home late and came out early. 
One night when he went home partic- 
ularly late. the woman, according to 
Mrs. Straube. told him that if he did 
not stop gambling and treating her in 
that cruel manner, she would shoot 
herself before his eyes. J

MAYOR EATON’S MESSAGE. 

The inaugural message of Mayor 
Eaton is concise, practical, and to 
the point. It discusses the important 
questions before the city government 
in an intelligent, straightforward man- 


ner, which shows that the new Mayor 


has given these questions much 
thought, and has arrived at defin{te 
conclusions as to most of the subjects 
treated. A careful reading of the 
message shows that the Mayor is in 
full accord with the better thought 
of the community on most of the ques- 
tions discussed in his message. It 
is plain that the citizens of Los Ange- 
les have selected as their chief execu- 
tive officer a man who has conrvic- 
tions, who has “the courage of his 
convictions,” and who will do his ut- 
most to give the city a strong, clean, 
vigorous administration. 

On the water question the Mayor 
takes an advanced position. He ex- 
presses.the opinion that the city’s po- 
sition, in the pending controversy, is 
right, and that the city is certain to 
win if its contention be vigorously 
prosecuted to the end. He expresses 
the hope that the pending arbitration 
‘will result in the amicable settlement 
‘of the controversy. In case an, agree- 
‘ment be reached for the purchase of. 
“the water company’s property it will 
be necessary to call a bond election 
at once. The Mayor suggests « that 
it mfEht be advisable, in subm*#ting 
the bond issue to the voters, “‘to segre- 
gate the amounts required for the 
purchase of the plant and for its bet- 
terment,”’ thus allowing the people to 
decide whether ‘they prefer “to con- 
tinue the present water rates and 
construct the betterments with the 
surplus income, or whether the rates 
shall be reduced and the betterments 
shall be provided for by bonds.” This 
is an excellent suggestion, as is the 
further recommendation that in case 
the arbitration fails to restore to the 
city the use of its property, “we should 
proceed at once to the construction 
of a high-level conduit and reservoir, 
and with the duplication of the pres- 
ent plant in all those portions of the 
city where the mains are now so 
small that they would have to be re- 
placed with larger ones on the 
acquisition of the plant.” The Mayor 
is sound to the core on the wafer 
question. 

Mayor Eaton recommends’ an 
amendment to the charter allowing 
the levying of a higher tax rate than 
$1 per $100, the present maximum. 
The Mayor states that it is impossi- 
ble, under this rate, “to raise a rev- 
enue sufficient to meet the new de- 
mands which are constantly arising, 
in addition to current expenses. Each 
fiscal year,” he adds, “ends with a 
deficit, and this must inevitably con- 
tinue so long as the tax rate remains 
unchanged.” Many good citizens will 
dissent from this view of the matter, 
and will hold to the view that it 
would be far more expedient to reduce 
the city’s expenses, which are in some 
respects extremely heavy, than to in- 
crease the burdens of taxation. 

Among other recommendations by 
the Mayor which should receive care- 
ful attention at the hands of the 
Council are these: That. the heaith 
department shoula be given power to 
appoint and to remove its deputies; 
that a new pest-house should be built 
@s soon as possible; that a system of 
filtration for the water supply should 
be established; that the health de- 
partment should be supplied with a 
Aaboratory; that Elysian Park should 
be provided with an additional en- 
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trance; that a system of fine boule- 
vards, connecting the largér parks, 
should be constructed; that the emm- 
ployment of callmen in the fire ae- 
partment should be abandoned, and 
that all employés of the department 
should be put on regular pay; that 
the ordinances relating to the con- 
struction of fire escapes be more 
rigidly enforced; that a High School 
building should be erected somewhere 
in the southern section of the city; 
that the Street Superintendent shoald 
have charge of all matters relating 
to the care and maintenance of the 
streets, including the sprinkling as 
well as the sweeping of the same; that 
the city should in the near future 
consider the feasibility of owning its 
own electric lighting plant. 


The Mayor strongly recommends the 
abolition of that familiar gambling 
device, “the nickel-in-the-slot ma- 
chine which pays winnings in money.” 
He rightly declares that “it is axin 
to the sure-thing game, for the 
player’s chances of winning are 
slight.” If the existing laws against 
the use of these swindling devices are 
not sufficient for their suppressidn, 
more rigid ordinances should be 
adopted—and enforced. The form of 
gambling made possible by these ma- 
chiees is most pernicious, and causes 
g Beavy loss to the public. 

Mayor Eaton’s recommendation that 
fae chain gang be employed in the 
parks instead of in the public streets 
is a good one, Such work -would 
benefit the entire city, whereas tiie 
street work is beneficial chiefly to in- 
dividuals. 

One of the Mayor’s best recommen- 
dations is for the abolition of the 
side door or back door of the saloon, 
where women and young girls are 
admitted. He says, truly, that “the 
back door of the saloon is far more 
demoralizing than the sale of liquor 
at the bar. Much less evil would re- 
sult if saloons were allowed to run at 
all hours, with their doors open for 
police inspection, than is now caused 
by the practice alluded to.” The Coun- 
cil should make an earnest effort to 
abate the very serious evil referred to. 


Another recommendation by the 
Mayor should be seriously considered 
by every official and by every citi- 
zen. “In many cases,” says the 
Mayor, “existing city ordinances are 
habitually violated, without any seri- 
ous attempt to compel their observ- 
ance. Such ordinances should either 
be enforced or they should be re- 
pealed.” As an illustration he cites 
the lax enforcement of the ordinances 
designed to regulate the prosecution 
of the oil industry within the city. 
The non-enforcement of a law 
breeds disrespect, not only for that 
particular law, but for all law. An 
ordinance which cannot be enforced, 
or which for some good reason it is 
not expedient to enforce, should be 
repealed. In short, all laws should be 
enforced, until they are repealed, 
whether good or bad!

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THE NEW COMMISSIONS. 
The City Council, in the appoint- 
ment of the boards of Police Commis- 
sioners and Fire Commissioners, saw 


fit to override, or rather to ignore, 
the ola and experienced members of 
the Council, Messrs. Toll; Silver and 
Baker. Comparatively unknown men 
were selected, such men as Goss ard 
Wyman being thrown over. The men 
who made the commissions were Vet- 
ter, Pierce, Louder, and Blanchard, 
vho dominated the. caucus. If mis- 
takes have been made in this matter, 
these men are in large part responsi- 
ble for them. 

The selection of L. E. Parker for 
member of the Police Commission, and 
that of R. H. Herron for member of 
the Fire Commission, as ‘‘representa- 
tives of the oil interest,’ was, because 
of the reasons advanced for their se- 
lection, especially reprehensible. As 
a matter of simple right and justice, 
no special “interest’ has any right to 
ask for such consideration, and cer- 
tainly the Council has no moral right 
to grant such a request if it were pre- 
ferred. Instead, we find the “oil in- 
terest” represented on both the Police 
Commission and the Fire Commis- 
sion—the two most important subor- 
dinate departments of the city gov- 
ernment. 

Moreover, the selection of two men 
from the Third Ward for Police Com- 
missioners—Pascoe and Parker—is in 
extremely bad taste, and is,in fact, an 
injustice. In the selection of men for 
these important positions, all sections 
of the city should be given a chance, 
so far as possible, and no two men 
should be selected from the same 
ward. 

It is most sincerely to be hoped that 
the Police Commission will turn out 
to be better than is expected, from the 
selection of a man such as Worsham, 
who is merely a clerk in a furniture 
store, and is without any known 
qualifications for the important duties 
which will devolve upon the board. 
The management of the police force 
of a large city like Los Angeles re- 
quires a high order of executive abil- 
ity, and 1t 1s unsafe to experiment 
with inexperienced or inferior men. 
Tur TIMES hopes for the best, how- 
ever, while fearing that the Council 
has made some mistakes which will 
cause regret later on. 


THE CHRONICLE FOR GRANT. 

That great Republican newspaper, 
the San Francisco Chronicle, has, ac- 
cording to telegraphic advices, an- 
nounced itself in favor of the election 
of Ulysses S. Grant of: San Diego to 
the United States Senate, and the 
State is to be congratulated upon the 
fact, for that that paper is a tower 
of strength in any cause, even its 
enemies do not presume to deny. 

That the announcement of the 
malodorous Burns of his entry in the 
contest has had much to do with this 
action of our metropolitan contem- 
porary we do not doubt. § It evi- 
dent that the Chronicle sees, as Tun 
TIMES saw several days ago, that the 
only way possible to defeat the no- 
torious boss and political thimble- 
rigger, Dan Burns, is to come to the 
support of the one man who has de- 
veloped sufficient strength to make 
his candidacy something more than a 
vote for a “favorite son.”

It will certainly be 
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A GOLDEN YEAR. 

The year 1898, just closed, was a 
remarkable one for California in more 
respects than one, for. while the cereal 
crop of the State fell short of prod- 
ucts of previous years by many thou- 
sands of tons, the volume of general 
business was much larger. Three 
prime causes contributed to this re- 
sult, the first of which was the quan- 
tity of merchandise and mining im- 
plements sold to the Klondike; sec- 
ond, the money spent by the govern- 
ment in outfitting troopships yor 
Hawaii and the Philippines; and 
lastly, but far from least of the three, 
the unprecedented amount of gold 
sent hither from Australasia under 
the new remittance system, which 
Virtually makes San Francisco a 
clearinghouse between London 4nd the 
antipodes. The exact figures have not 
yet been given to the public, but will 
be made known in a few days, when; 
beyond doubt, it will be shown that 
the receipts of gold from the Aus- 
tralasian colonies of Great Britain 
are in excess of $35,000,000. 

Coupled with what has been re- 

ceived from the far North, the -total 
receipts of gold from outside the 
United States will be in excess of 
$40,000,000. When you come to add 
to that a vastly augmented receipt of 
crude bullion from the four States of 
Idaho, Washington, Nevada and Ore- 
gon, owing to the recent introduction 
of cyanide processes by which wuld 
piles of tailings can be worked—some 
of them the accumulation of thirty 
years—the volume of gold produted 
outside the State is fairly immense. 
On top of that comes the product of 
our own State, which is believed to 
be larger than in any previous year 
since 1869. It will be remembered 
that from 1874 to 1876 $1,000,000 
monthly was disbursed in dividends 
from four mines in Virginia City, 
Nev., hence the receipts of gold at 
the mint in San Francisco must be 
pretty heavy to be in excess of the 
business of those two years. 
But such is the fact and the causes 
leading up to it are ,cheaper labor, 
cheaper transportation and more 
economical methods of working 
the ores. For instance men are 
now glad to work in_ tunnels 
for $3 per day, whereas $5 was the 
lowest wages paid for that class of 
work.up to 1880. In 1870 it cost 3 
cents per pound to carry machinery 
and supplies from San Francisco to 
Weaverville in the north, or Mariposa 
in the southern mines. Now the same 
supplies are carried for $30 per ton 
and delivered in generally better or- 
der than in former years. In the mat- 
ter of economical working processes 
the greatest strides have been made, 
and this, more than either of the two 
causes just cited, has led up to a 
larger yield of gold. Piles of tailings 
worth from $1.50 to $2 per ton that 
could not be profitably worked by any 
known process prior to the introauc- 
tion of the South African methods, 
yield good returns under cyanide treat- 
ment. And as for sulphurets and 
pyrites, vast fortunes are now being 
taken out of them by the chlorination 
process, which now costs from $10 to 
$12 per ton, as against $32 in 1875, and 
$40 in 1863. It is therefore easily 
seen that this reduced cost of chlorina- 
tion has led up to the profitable work- 
ings of a great many mines whose 
ores , being largely charged with 
auriferous sulphurets could not be 
worked at a profit. f 

Hence it has been a golden year 
for the Golden State, in spite of a 
drought which had not only cut down 
our grain crop to a minimum, but 
had also destroyed many thousand 
head of live stock. .Given more such 
years of gold receipts as this has 
been and the silver question will 
cease to be a feature of American 
politics, for the matter of coinage will 
regulate itself. The mints will have 
to coin the gold first and then coin 
enough silver to maintain the parity 
between the two metals. . 

In this connection, it is to be noted 
that Southern California has no rea- 
son to be ashamed of her newly- 
opened mining regions east and sonth 
of Los Angeles, of which this city is 
the chief trading center. During the 
past six months the drought would 
have been almost a lockjaw to busi- 
ness in this city had it not been for 
the monthly receipts of gold from 
Randsburg, Johannesburg, and other 
small towns on the desert. And what 
makes us especially proud of that 
region as a feeder to our city’s com- 
merce, is the noteworthy fact that its 
outlay of money for development work 
is the least of any mining region in 
the civilized world, when its yield of 
gold is taken into consideration. Even 
fixing its output of the yellow nrttal 
at $700,000 for the past six months, 
which is a very moderate estimate, 
there are mines on the Comstock that 
have levied that much in assessments 
and never paid a dollar in dividends. 
In all it has been a golden year tor 
the State, and Southern California 
has already begun to reap her just 
share of the general prosperity.

‘LOOKS LIKE MURDER. 


MANGLED REMAINS OF A MAN ON A 
RAILROAD TRACK, 


Body of Patrick O’Conner Has a 
Bullet Hole Through the Neck. 
little Brown Jug not Alone Re- 
sponsible—Foul Play Suspected, 


The new Coroner. Dr. L. T. Holland, 
began his official gareer yesterday 
by going to Tropico to investigate 
what appeared to be the accidental 
death of Patrick O’Connor, a railroad 
section hand, employed by the South- 
ecn Pacific. The inquest proved to 
bé & more important one than had been 
anticipated, as there are grave sus- 
Dicions that the man met death by 
foul play. . 

O’Connor’s body was found by the 
side of the railroad track near the 
section house at Tropico, early yester- 
day morning. The head was crushed 
in a horrible manner, and the right 
arm had been ground off at the shoul- 
der. Beside the body was a demijohn 
of wine, tipped over, and part of the 
contents spilled on the grqund. All the 
indications were that the man had 
been on a spree and got run over 
by the care. 

Closer examination of the body 
showed dark stains like powder burns 
on the left side of the neck, and a hele 
like a bullet wound just above the 
collar bone. Under the right ear was 
a similar hole, and when a probe was 
inserted it was found that there was 
a clean-cut aperture straight through 
the man’s neck. The character of this 
wound was such as to justify the 
inference that the man was ehot with 
a rifle or pistol of large caliber, at close 
range. 

O’Connor had worked for the South- 
ern Pacific Company, under section 
foreman Thompson, since December 2. 
Monday he enjoyed a holiday, and af- 
ter supper took his jug and started for 
the winery of Giovanni Gui, about 
a’ mile distant, to get some wine. 
That was the last seen of him until 
the other section hands found his re- 
mains. when they started out to work 
yesterday morning. The circumstances 
indicated that he had been to the 
winery, got his jug filled and was 
on his way home when he was killed. 
But for the bullet hole through the 
neck. the Coroner's jury would read- 
ily have come to the conclusion that 
the man had imbibed too much wine 
and got in the way of a train, or 
perhaps lay down on the railroad 
track and went to sleep till a train 
came along and fran over him. No 
weapon of any kind was found near 
the body. so it is not probable that 
he shot himself. 

What the object of the murder, if 
it was such. could have been is not 
known. O’Connor was a single man 
about 30 yvears old, without known re- 
latives here, and so far as known had 
no enemies. The object of the murder 
could not have been robbery, as he 
had very little money. Seventy-five 
cents was found in the dead man’s 
pocket. 

The Coroner held a partial inquest 
at. Tropico yesterday, and then ex- 
cused the jury till today, when more 
witnesses will be examined. The body 
was brought to the city last evening, 
and taken to Undertaker C. D. How- 
ry's where a post mortem 
examination of the remains will be 
made by Dr. C. F. 8. Tate of Trop- 
ico today. 

The theory as to O’Connor’s death 
inclines strongly toward murder.

BACTERIOLOGICAL ADDITION TO 
THE COLLEGE OF MEDICINE. 


Dedicatory Exercises Accompanied 
With Appropriate Addresses and 
Music—A New Department in the 
Course of Study Provided by the 
University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


The College of Medicine of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California now has 
a splendid equipment in the way of a 
bacteriological and pathological lab- 
oratory, donated by Dr. Hendryx of 
Pasadena in memorial of his laté wife, 
Mrs. Lucy Shepard Hendryx. The build- 
ing is of two stories and stands on the 
same lot as the College of Medicine, 
at No. 737 Buena Vista street. There 
are accommodations in the building 
for about a hundred pupils to work at 
the same time. A large number of 
microscopes and other apparatus are al- 
ready in place, and more are on the 
way from Germany, while there is 
furniture specially designed for the 
work to be done in the building. One 
of the valuable features is the nu- 
cleus of a library 6n the subjects to be 
studied. There are about a thousand 
volumes in the library at present. 
The dedicatory exercises were held 
in the operating-room of the college 
last evening, G. W. White, A.M., D.D., 
president of the university, offering 
an invocation, being followed by C. L. 
Bard, M.D., of Ventura, who spoke 
of the history of pathology, dealing 
with his subject from the purely scien- 
tific standpoint adapted to his audi- 
ence, which was principally composed 
of physicians and medical students, 
with their families. 
Rev. W. M. Jones of Pasadena made 
the presentation speech, paying a 
tribute to the woman in whose memory 
the laboratory was erected. He said 
that her life was devoted in a quiet 
way to relieving the needs of thovse 
with whom she came in contact as far 
as lay within her ability. He said that 
the building was designed for the wel- 
fare of mankind, that it might lesson 
the physical pain of man by inculcat- 
ing a wider knowledge of the art of 
healing, but that beyond this it has 
the power to teach the grander lesson 
of sacrifice for the good of others. 
H. G. Brainerd, A.M., M.D., dean of 
the college, made a brief speech in 
acceptance, in which he spoke of the 
power for good which lay in the build- 
ing, and referred briefly to the growth 
of the college since the main build- 
ing was dedicated, but three years 
ago, until there are now about a hun- 
dred students. He also spoke of the 
history of bacteriological studies and 
the laboratories which have been built 
to promote the study, since the first

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Uncle Sam's Receipts and Expendi- 
tures Last Month. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.,] 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 2.—The monthly. 
statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures for the United States, shows that 
the total receipts for December were 
$41,404,790, as compared with $59,648,- 
698 for December, 1897. This last 
amount, however, includes about §$37,- 
700,000 received on account of the Pa- 
cific Railroad debt. Independent of 
these payments, the increase for last 
month, aS compared with the same 
month in 1897, was about $13,400,000. 

The receipts for customs last month 
were $16,764,424; increase over Decem- 
ber, 1897, of about $5,100,000. Internal 
revenues, $22,621,218; increase, $8,400,000. 

The receipts for the six months since 
July 1, 1898, amounted to $245,961,889, a 
gain over the same period in 1897 of 
over $38,000,000, not including the $37,- 
700,000 received from the Pacific rail- 
roads. ring the last six months, the 
receipts from customs increased from 
$62,825,020 to $96,045,849, and from inter- 
nal-revenue sources from $85,498,204 to 
$138,494,339, 

The disbursements during last De- 
cember amounted to $41,864,807, which {s 
only $460,000 in excess of the -receipts. 


CYRIL VLADIMIROVITCH. 


Russian Colony Welcomes the Grand 
Duke at New York. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, } 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—Grand Duke 
Cyril Vladimirovitch of Russia, who is 
on his way to his own country to attend 
the wedding of his sister, was wel- 
comed today by the Russian colony of 
this city, with a church service in the 
Russian Orthodox Church. Bishop 
Nicholas, retiring prelate of the Rus- 
sian church in America, who will take 
ship with him tomorrow, presided at 
the service, and made an address. The 
little church was decorated especially 
for the occasion. 

The Duke received the representa- 
tives of the press in the state parlor 
of the Waldorf-Astor, which was deco- 
rated with palms and roses. The Duke 
said: “I believe you will have much 
trouble with the natives in the Philip- 
pines; in fact, in my judgment, you 
will have war with dhem sooner or 
later. As far as Russia is concerned, 
the presence of the United States in 
the East is entirely satisfactory. I be- 
lieve it will be a new factor for peace 
in the affairs of the Orient.” 

The Grand Duke will sail on the 
Fuerst Bismarck tomorrow. 


BANK COMMISSIONERS. 


State Board Met and Organized—Jap 
Bank Licensed, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN . FRANCISCO, Jan. 3.—The 
State Board of Bank Commissioners 
met today for the purpose of organ< 
ization. Bernard W. Murphy of San 
José. was elected president. 

The first official act of the new board 
was to call for a statement from the 
banks doing business throughout the 
State, showing their financial condi- 
tion at the close of the year 1898. 

A license was then granted to the 
agency of the Yokohama Specie Bank 
to do a commercial banking business 
ins this State. The Yokohama Specie 
Bank is a Japanese institution, with a 
capital of 12,000,000 yen. 


New Point in Bankruptcy Law. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—A new point in 
regard to the application of the bank- 
ruptev aw was passed upon today by 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Thepointin dispute arose over 
the variance between the State and 
Federal law in bankruptcy proceed- 
ings. The bankruptcy law of -July 
last provides that wages due work- 
men for services performed within 
three months. shall be given priority of 
payment among the debts. The stat- 
utes of Illinois making the priority 
of claim provision, but no time limft, 
The court today decided that the Il- 
linois statute did not give the la- 
borer any furthér priority of claim 
than that provided for under the bank- 
ruptey. This point, it is said, has 
never before been passed upon.

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


An attaché of the Herald reports the 
loss of a $150 diamond etud.

The Los Angeles Board of Education, 
which organized for business yester- 
day afternoon, has the rather rare dis- 
tinction of being a body elected by pop- 
ular vote, in which there is no likeli- 
hood of division on political party lines. 


‘Arable land is being added to the 
State of California in a peculiar way. 
Some years ago a space some thirty 
miles across in this State was covered 
by the waters of Tulare Lake. The 
lake has, however, entirely disappeared, 
and what was its bottom is now being 
fitted for agricultural purposes, and 
will doubtless prove to be exception- 
ally fertile ground. 


One man has been sentenced to serve 
one day in jail, and two others have 
been fined $5 each by the Federal court 
in this city for having left fires unex- 
tinguished on a United States forest 
reservation. The penalties imposed are 
exceedingly small, but the fact that 
convictions were secured ought to serve 
as a warning not only to the victims 
in this case, but to others. The next 
men convicted will not be likely to 
get off so easily. 


The request made by the Associated 
Charities in connection with its an- 
nual statement, that those needing help 
apply to ‘this organization, so that it 
may aid deserving persons by giving 
them work. is one with which citizens 
should comply. By doing so they will 
materially lighten the burden of those 
who are self-sacrifidng enough to carry 
_on this work, and by giving work to 
those who are willing and able to 
work will lessen the demand for con- 
tributions for charitable purposes, 


It appears that Redondo is so health- 
ful that there is no cemetery in the 
place. This fact was brought to public 
notice, not by the death of any citizen 
from natural causes, but by the eui- 
cide of a stranger, a few days ago. The 
Redondo Breeze now appeals to the 
citizens of the place, and especially to 
the churches, to take steps to provide 
a cemetery. It confesses, inferentially 
that ehe town has a temporary burying 
ground, but no one can be interred there 
except upon a guarantee from friends 
of the deceased that the body will be 
removed when necessary. 


Another epoch in the development of 
Los Angeles’ excellent street-railway 
service will be signalized today by the 
formal opening of the Boyle Heights 
line of the Traction Company. The 
generosity of the management in giv- 


ing free transportation to the public 


to the Heights from 1:30 to 3:30 p.m., 
can be depended upon to secure a lib- 
eral patronage for that period at least. 
The line will, however, regularly ac- 
commodate a large number of citizens 
from the start, and this patronage will 
increase as the sections near the road 
are built up in consequence of the ac- 
commodation it will afford.

Although the new City Council held 
a short meeting Monday, so as to com- 
ply with the law, their first business 
session was not held until. yesterday, 
the principal business of the inceting 
being to perfect organization, and elect 
subordinate officers. As was predicted, 
the session was productive of few sur- 
prises, the selections of those who are 
to fill the subordinate positions having 
been made nearly a week ago by the 
caucus of the Republican members of 
the Council. Having a majority of 
seven in a Council of nine members, 
the Republicans were able to dictate 
terms to the minority, and as a mat- 
ter of fact, there became early in the 
consideration of the offices a minority 
among the party. The slate thet had 
been arranged went through without 
a scratch. Councilman Pessell, one of 
the two Democrats, opposed the elec- 
tion of a number of the men proposed 
by the majority, but his vote amvuunted 
to nothing, having simply the effect of 
preserving a recognition of his party 
in the Council. He voted for a uum- 
ber of the officers proposed by the oth- 
ers, but wherever a Democrat had pe- 
titioned for a position the netitioner 
received Mr. Pessell’s vote. 

When the Council adjouned Monday 
morning, it was to meet at 10 vo’clock 
yesterday morning. That hour fcund 
only a few of the members in the City 
Hall. Those who had come had been 
captured by office-seekers and asked to 
make all kinds of promises, unfil they 
sought refuge behind the locked door 
of the committee-room. All the mem- 
bers except Mr. Louder’ e«ssembled 
there, and no one but a Councilman 
was admitted. Mr. Louder escaped to 
the Council chamber, where he awaited 
the coming of the others.

MAYOR EATON’S MESSAGE. 


Recommendations Made by the City’s 
New Chief Execative. 

The first message of Mayor Eaton 
to the Council was then gcead. It was 
afterward referred to the Committee 
of the Whole. The message in full 
follows: 

To the Honorable Council of the city 
of Los Angeles: In accordance with 
the duty imposed upon the Mayor by 
the city charter, I submit for your con- 
sideration some suggestions and some 
facts concerning the condition and af- 
fairs of the corporation. The city’s 
needs are many, and its income is in- 
adequate to its requirements. Never- 
theless much can bé@ accomplished, 
even with the revenues now at its 
command, and there is reason to expect 
that at the coming session of the Leg- 
islature laws may be enacted which 
will materially increase the city’s abil- 
ity to meet its growing requirements. 
Some of the suggestions which I now 
submit to you may not be feasible until 
such legislation has been enacted, but 
it can hardly be amiss to consider in 
advance the demands that must sooner 
or later confront us. 


WATER LITIGATION. 


The litigation into which the city has 
been forced by the attempts of land- 
owners and corporations to appropriate 
the surface flow of the Los Angeles 
River by withdrawing its direct source 
of supply has not thus far resulted in 
much benefit to the participants, but 
the facts developed in all the investi- 
gations clearly show the city to be in 
the right, and we need have no fear of 
the ultimate outcome in the contro- 
versy if the city’s contentions are vig- 
orously prosecuted to the end.

Plans will be needed for 
such betterment, and they should be 
ordered at once. 

It may be advisable in submitting the 
bond issue to the voters to segregate 
the amounts required for the purchase 
of the plant and for its betterment. 
The people can then determine whether 
they prefer to continue the present 
water rates and construct the better- 
ments with the surplus income, or 
whether the rates shall be reduced and 
the betterments shall be provided far 
by bonds. 

THE.-CITY’S FINANCES. 

The maximum tax rate allowed .un- 
der the present city charter is $1. Ex- 
perience has shown that it is im’possi- 
ble. with this rate, to raise a revenue 
sufficient to meet the many new de- 
mands which are constantly arising, 
in addition to current expenses. Each 
fiscal year ends with a deficit and this 
must inevitably continue so long as 
the tax rate remains unchanged. Re- 
sort may be had to increasing the as- 
sessed valuations of property, but the 
city’s valuations are already higher 
than those of the county, and such an 
expedient is only temporary. 

A bill will probatWMy be introduced at 
the coming session of the Legislature 
authorizing the consolidation of the 
city’s assessment and tax collection de- 
partments with those of the county. If 
such a law should be enacted and if 
the people of this city should avail 
themselves of its provisions, a materia) 
saving would result. All the expense 
of these two departments would be 
saved to the city. But, as already 
stated, the county valuations are lower 
than those of the city, and it would be 
necessary to obtain an increase in the 
city’s tax rate. This can be done only 
by amending the city charter. Such 
an amendment should be submitted to 
the voters of the city. In the mean- 
time the utmost economy must be prac- 
ticed in the ordinary expenses of al] 
departments, so that the city may have 
all the funds possible for the unusual 
demands confronting it. 

THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT 

The efficiency of the Health Depart- 

ment would be greatly improved by 
giving to the health board the power 
of appointing and reméving all depu- 
ties. While an immediate change may 
not be practicable, the present system 
cannot give the best results. A deputy’s 
tenure of office should be dependent 
upon the will of the board having 
charge of the department. 
At the present time the city has no 
adequate means of caring for cases 
of contagious disease. A new pest- 
house is greatly needed. It would be 
the surest means of preventing an epi- 
demic. The selection of a suitable site, 
easily accessible, and the construction 
of modern buildings deserve careful 
consideration. 

The health of the city is largely de- 
pendent upon, the purity ‘of its water 
supply. As the water of the Los An- 
geles River flows down toward the city 
it is exposed to the danger of pollu- 
tion. A system of filtration should be 
adopted. By the construction of large 
sand filter beds at the headworks, all 
organic matter and all germs of dis- 
“ase would be removed from the water. 
Almost equally important is the pro- 
tection of the reservoirs. All but vo 
are now covered over. These should 
be covered. 

The Health Department should be 
provided with a laboratory. The pres- 
ent facilities for laboratory work are 
utterly inadequate. A large part of 
the health officer’s work is the detec- 
tion of disease germs and the preven- 
tion of their spread. For such work a 
laboratory is a necessity. The de- 
vartment is seriously handicapped by 
its present poor equipment. , 


THE CITY’S PARKS. 


Our city is peculiarly fortunate in the 
number and extent of its parks. This 
feature always attracts the attention 
of the stranger and is a source of grati- 
fication and pride to the resident. A 
liberal policy has been pursued in beau- 
tifying and improving the parks, ‘but 
the demands of this department are 
Constantly increasing. Many Agsirable 
improvements must be postponed until 
the city’s revenues will permit of larger 
expenditures, but the people should 
have every facility for the enjoyment 
of the advantages which the parks 4gl- 
ready afford. The largest of all i}: 
parks within the city limits is Elysian 
Park, and its natural beauties have 
rendered it very popular. As yet, 
however, the only entrance to the park 
is from Buena Vista street, at the east- 
crn end. In order to give free access 
from the large territory lying to the 
south and west, another entrance, ap- 
propriate in size and design, should be 
provided, Elysian Park would then ‘be 
thrown open to thousands of citizens 
who are now too remote from Fremont 
Gate to visit the park by that entranée. 
BOULEVARDS. 
Another much-needed improvement, 
closely allied to the park system, {s 
the creation of boulevards in varius 
parts of the city. Handsome avenues 
with broad driveways and _ well-kept 
walks add greatly to the city’s attrac- 
tiveness, and to the value of property. 
They afford a constant inducement to 
the visitor to become better acquainted 
with the outlying districts, and they 
encourage the erection of handsome 
homes. A system of fine boulevards 
connecting the larger parks and giving 
communication to adjoining towns 
would be a powerful factor in enhanc- 
ing the value of property and promot- 
ing the city’s growth. The proposed 
boulevard on Buena Vjsta street is of 
especial importance. There is now no 
suitable avenue between the business 
center and the east side. Buena Vista 
street is the natural line of communica- 
tion. It should be widened and im- 
proved, Such a boulevard would give 
an adequate approach to Elysian Park, 
entrance to which is now seriously im- 
peded by the narrowness of the street. 
A further strong reason why this boule- 
vard should be constructed is the fact 
that the city is about to expend a large 
amount cof. money for the purpose of 
making a tunnel to connect North 
Broadway with Buena Vista street. 
This tunnel should be of great value 
as a new approach to the business cen- 
ter, but its value will be greatly im- 
paired unless Buena Vista street is 
widened sufficiently to accommodate 
the increased traffic that will result. 
THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Los Angeles will soon have a fire de- 
partment of which her citizens may 
well be proud. The harge increase in 
the number of engine-houses and in the 
equipment of the department, which 
is about to be made, will afford prop- 
erty-owners better protection § than 
they have ever before enjoyed. Some im- 
provements are still needed which have 
not yet been provided for. In some por- 
tions of the business section more fire 
hydrants are needed, and there should 
also be improved facilities for fighting 
fires in the hotel and retail districts. 

Another improvement which would 
add much to the efficiency of the de- 
partment would be to abandon the 
present system of employing call men. 
It frequently happens, when a fire- 
alarm is given that the call men are at 
a distance.or are so employed that 
they cannot respond promptly, and the 
consequent delay in handling the fire 
may result in serious loss. With a 
full force of regular firemen such de- 
lays would be avoided, the men would 
be better. drilled and the efficiency of 
the department would be greatly in- 
creased, Merit alone should govern ap- 
pointments In the department. 

The existing ordinances S0verning the 
style and construction of buildings 
should be strictly enforced, so as to 
minimize the chances ,of fires. Still 
more important is the observance of the 
ordinances concerning the erection of

life. 

A number of new engine-houses are 
soon to be erected. Especial attention 
should be given in their construction 


to the comfort of the firemen and of the 
horses. 


THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Hvidences frequently arise that the 
present police force is not large enough 
for the city’s requirements. While the 
efficiency of the force will be greatly 
increased’ by the installation of the 
police signal system, it will still be im- 
possible to give adequate protectivun 
to all parts of the city. The rapid 
Srowth of the city, both/in area and 
popuation, has not been mei with a 
corresponding increase in the number 
of the police. Each patrolman has so 
large a territory to cover that even 
with the greatest vigilance he cannot 
give the protection that is desirable. 

While the management of the police 
department does not lie directly with- 
in the province of the City Council, it 
cannot be acniss to suggest the great 
importance of keeping the depart- 
ment free from political influences, 
and insisting that merit alone 
should be the qualification for all ap- 
pointments and promotions. Unless 
this course is followed rigidly discipline 
and efficiency cannot be maintained. 

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The future welfare of the city is 
closely linked with the public schools. 
Every child should have the opportu- 
nity to acquire a thorough common 
school education. At “present the 
schools are greatly overcrowded, so 
that it has been necessary to resort to 
the expedient of giving to each pupil 
less than a full day's’ instruction. 
With the constant increase in popula- 
tion the necessity for enlarged accom- 
modations becomes greater each year. 
Especially is this true of the High 
school, which now has an attendance 
of about thirteen hundred, more than 
twice as many as the building was 
originally intended to receive. A new 
High School should be erected in the 
southwestern part of the city, which 
is inconveniently «remote from the 
present building. The population in 
this portion of the city is very large, 
and many children are unable to at- 
tend the High School because of its 
distance. 

A feature of the public schools which 
deserves especial encouragement is the 
kindergarten and the Sloyd denart- 
ments. Instruction in these lines has 
given excellent results, and should be 
extended as much as possible. 

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

The quarters occupied by the Public 
Library are beccming much crowded. 
Both in circulation and in size, the 
library is growing every year. Larger 
accommodations must sooner or later 
be provided. In many other cities 
library buildings have been given to 
the municipality by public-spirited 
citizens. We have in Los Angeles 
many men of large means and oft- 
proven generosity. It may be that 
some one of them will be impelled to 
erect such a building as the city needs 
for its library. a 

There are other departments i he 
City Hall which are overcrowded. As 
the city will soon acquire the water 
plant, more office room will be needed 
for the business of operating and 'nan- 
aging the plant. Steps must soon be 
taken to obtain accommodations suffi- 
cient for the proper transaction of the 
city’s affairs. : 


STREET SWEEPING AND SPRINK- 
LING. 

The City Council recently transferred 
the supervision of street weeping from 
the health department to the Superin- 
tendent of Streets. The change was 
undoubtedly a wise one. All smatters 
relating to the care and maintenance 
of the streets properly belong to the 
Street Superintendent. To obtain the 
best results and to fix the responsibil- 
ity for neglect or mismanagement, he 
should also have the appointment of 
the inspector, whose duty it is to see 
that the streets are properly swept. 

The same arrangement is equally :p- 
plicable to street sprinkling. The su- 
pervision of this work should also be 
within the province of the Street Su- 
perintendent. The streets cannot be 
thoroughly. swept unless the sprinkling 
is properly done. Both lines of work 
should be under the direction of a 
single head, whose subordinates are 
appointed by, and responsible to, him- 


self. 
STREET LIGHTING. 

uring the past year the city has 1b- 
tained a great reduction in the cost of 
lighting the streets. This has made it 
possible to increase the number of 
lights fren 460 to 640 at a net addi- 
tional cost to the city of only $240 per 
annum above the old contract. Never- 
theless, the time cannot be far distant 
when it will be advantageous to ihe 
city to own its plant for distributing 
light. purchasing power from some of 
the electric companies. 
months an immense volume of electric 
power will be introduced into the city, 
and the cost of lighting will be still 
further reduced. 

CITY ENGINEER'S RECORDS. 

The greatest need of the City Engi- 
neer’s department is a vault in which 
to keep the many valuable maps and 
records belonging to the city. At pres- 
ent they are exposed to the constant 
danger of destruction by fire. The cost 
of duplicating them, if they could be 
duplicated, would not be less than $50,- 
000, but their actual value to the city is 
much greater than this, for, if de- 
stroyed, many of them could not be 
replaced. 

A GAMBLING DEVICE. 

One of the most objectionable forms 
of petty gambling nde’ practiced in this 
city is the mickel-in;the-slot machine, 
which pays winnings in money. It 
is akin to the sure-thing game, for the 
player’s chances of winning are slight. 
A number of these machines are now 
in use. They are a source of large 
profit to the owners, and are a daily 
It might seem 
that peopfe would need no. protection 


| from a device so obviously designed to 


rob them, but experience shows that 

such.is not the case. The laws prohib- 

iting such machines’ should en- 

forced, Wr, if necessary, an ordinance 

on the subject should be enacted. 
THE CHAIN GANG. 

The practice of employing the chain 
gang upon street work should be aban- 
doned altogether. Prisoners in the City 
Jail are maintained at the public ex- 
pense. It is manifestly improper to 
employ them in work which results 
only to the advantage of individual 
property-holders, as has long been the 
custom. If the chain gang were em- 
ployed in the improvement of Elysian 
Park,. the entire city would profit by 
their labor. There would be a mate- 
rial saving also to the city, the 
employment of teams to aid the chain 
gang in street work would no longer be 
necessary. Suitable barracks could be 
erected for their accommodation, at 
small expense. 

IRRIGATION, 

The amount of water from the Los 
Angeles River available for irrigating 
purposes has been growing less every 
year, as the domestic consumption has 
increased, and there has beehi no cor- 
responding diminution in the area of 
lands requiring irrigation. During the 
past irrigating season the flow in the 
rver has been less than in any previous 
season for twenty-five or thirty years. 
Measurements show that the water 
available for irrigation decreased tw 
about 1000 inches below the normal. 
This decrease was partly due to the 
diversion of water by the Pirtle cut, 
and partly to the increased demands 
for domestic use.

The present scarcity of water entails 
a heavy loss annually upon irrigators, 
and the necessity of increasing the sup- 
ply is strongly urged upon your consid- 
eration. 

THE SALOON QUESTION. 

The proper regulation of saloons pre~- 
sents some serious practical difficul- 
ties. The existing ordinances require 
that all saloons shall be closed after 
midnight and on Sundays. These or- 
dinances were obviously enacted for 
the better maintenance of public de- 
cency and good order. It may well be 
questioned, however, whether these or- 
dinances accomplish their “purpose. 
One of the most objectionable features 
of many saloons is the practice of ad- 
mitting to rear rooms women and 
young girls. The back door of the sa- 
loon is far more demoralizing than the 
sale of liquor at the bar. Much less 
evil_wovld result.if saloons were al- 
lowed to run at all hours, with their 
doors open for police inspection, than 
is now caused by the practice alluded 
to. The presence of women in saloons 
is a constant factor in promoting vice 
and immorality, and serves’ to lead 
astray the young. The evil is one that 
merits serious consideration. 
ENFORCEMENT OF ORDINANCES. 

In many cases existing city ordi- 
nances are habitually violated, without 
any serious attempt to compel their 
observance. Such ordinances should 
either be enforced or they should be 
repealed. An illustration of the evils 
of the laxity now prevailing is to be 
found in the case of oil inspectors and 
other subordinate officials, who are fre- 
quently obliged to use their own dis- 
eretion in the enforcement of ordi- 
nances “hich were created, in some 
instances, only for political effect.

WORKS. 


The obstacles presented at the last 
moment to the commencement of work 
on the Third-street and Broadway tun- 
nels might have been anticipated in 
season to avoid the’ delay that will 
now ensue. Should the delay necessi- 
tate a reletting of the work, I would 
suggest that the specifications be made 
more exact, so that bidders will know 
precisely the character of work and 
material that they must supply. ‘Such 
requirements should not be left to the 
discretion of some unknown inspector. 
The rights of the public cannot ‘be prop- 
erly protected unless all specifications 
for public works are explicit and 
minute. All bidders should be _ re- 
quired to submit their bids on a regu- 
lar form, provided for the purpose, so 
that there can be no juggling with the 
details of the contract.

He, therefore, 
moved that when the Council adjourn 
it be out of respect for the deceased. 
The motion prevailed.

THE MOTION ARGUED. 


ANNA BIBBY’S AFFIDAVIT FILED 
IN THE CLARK CASE, 


Another Continuance Until Satur- 
day to Permit the District At- 
teorney to Obtain Counter-Affi- 
davits—Curious Statas of the 
Case. 


It was generally understood that the 
hearing on the motion for a new trial 
in the case of Harry Clark, convicted 
of murder in the second degree, would 
not only take place yesterday, but that 
the entire matter would be determined 
by Judge Smith one way or another. 
Deputy District Attorney McComas was 
all primed in readiness to oppose with 
more than previous vehemence even 
any further continuance, but by the 
irony of fate he was the very one that 
had this time to ask that the case be 
carried over. 

Nearly all of the parties to the Hun- 
ter case were in court, as well as those 
more directly interested in the case at 
bar. ‘True, Joe Hunter was not in the 
courtroom, although he is out on bail, 
but his brother was present, and also 
his attorney. Clark sat by the side of 
his father, and looked none the worse 
for his prolonged confinement in jail. 

Attorney Shinn, of defending counsel, 
first read the formal notice of motion 


‘wherein the statutory allegations were 


made. He-satd-that in moving for a 
new trial he did not rely upon any er- 
rors in the instructions of the court, 
and with regard to the admissability 
of certain of the testimony he would 
content himself with just one point 
wherein he contended prejudicial error 
had been committed. Previous to his 
arguing on this point, however, coun- 
sel read the numerous affidavits that 
had been filed in the case since the 
close of the trial. 

There were, first, the affidavits of 
Messrs. Shinn and Allen’ themselves, 
wherein they swore that prior to the 
trial investigation had not been pos- 
sible, as the defendant was quite with- 
out means, and consequently many of 
the essential facts in the case were at 
that time unknown to them. Then 
came Clark’s affidavit, in which he 
threw. a bombshell into the Hunter

wherein he testified to having found the 
blood-stained collar, bearing Joe Hun- 
camp; Detective Young’s affidavit, 
ter’s laundry mark, buried with other 
scraps of burned clothing in the re- 
mains of a fire at the Hunter place. 
The affidavit of E. D. Baldwin, a resi- 
dent of Glendale, went to show that on 
the evening of May 31, afflant was 
driving home from Los Angeles in com- 
pany with his wife, and at about one 
and three-quarter miles north from 
Joe Hunter’s house met Wong Sing 
Hay, the Chinaman, driving slowly in 
the direction of the Hunter place. Af- 
fiant had had occasion to note the time 
and found it to be half past five, and 
at the rate the Chinaman was driving 
he could not possibly have reached the 
Hunter house before 5:50 to 6 o'clock, 
Affiant said that he had never men- 
ticned the matter until he saw in the 
press that the hour at which the mur- 
der had been committed had become a 
matter of importance, 

The defense had been successful, too, 
in obtaining an affidavit from Agnes 
Edinger, the waitress who for a time 
was alleged to be the mistress of Joe 
Hunter. Preliminary to its being put 
in and read the affidavit of L. E. Mit- 
tendorf, one of the proprietors of the 
Olympia, on First street, was sub- 
mitted. He swore to what the woman 
had told him, and that she represented 
that she had been furnished with 
money to get out of the state. Attor- 
ney A. G. Hinckley’s affidavit showed 
theft the woman had been a client of 
his, and that he had represented her 
in her suit for divorce: that her true 
name had been Anna B. Edinger, and 


that on November 17, a decree of di-. 


vorce had been granted in her favor 
with permission that she resume her 
maiden name of Anna Bibby. The af- 
fidavit of this woman was obtained in 
the territory of Arizona, this interest- 
reading as follows: 
“Anna Bibby, being first dul sw 

on oath deposes and says: That p oieng 
ing the month of May, 1898, and for 
Several months thereafter she was a 
resident of the city of Los Angeles, 


county of Los Angeles, State 
of California, and _ that during said 
month of May and June of said 


year she was on very friendly terms 
with one Joseph Hunter, Who lives on 
the San Fernandd road between the 
city of Los Angeles and the town of 
Tropico in said county, and that. rhe 
was a visitor at the house of the said 
Joseph Hunter a short time before the 
killing of the Chinaman, Wong Sing 
Hay, at the house of said Joseph 
Hunter on the 3lst day of May, 1898, 
and that she had clothing in the laun- 
dry, which said Chinaman was to de- 
liver to the house of said Joseph 
Hunter on the 3lst day of May, 1898, 

“Affiant further says that a few lays 
after the 3lst day of May, 1898, at the 
city of Los Angeles, in a conversation 
which she then had with the said 
Joseph Hunter, the said Joseph Hunter 
then told her that he and not the de- 
fendant, Harry Clark, killed said 
Chinaman, Wong Sing Hay; and on 
several occasions after that she con- 
versed with said Joseph Hunter con- 
cerning the matter herein stated. 

“Affiant further says that when ghe 
learned of the conviction of Harry F. 
Clark, the defendant herein, for the 
murder of said Chinaman, the declared 
her intention of going to the proper 
authorities and giving them informa- 
tion ofsher said conversation with the 
said Hunter, but was deterred there- 
from by the thought of being mixed up 
in said case, and was advised and per- 
suaded by others not to reveal said tn- 
formation. 

“Affiant further says that shortly 
after the trial and conviction of said 
Harry F. Clark, defendant herein, she 
informed M. L. Mittendorf, whose place 
of business is on First street between 
Main and Spring, in the city of Los 
Angeles; but that she did not inform 
the defendant or his attorneys of such 
statements or any part thereof. 


“Affiant further says that she left — 


the city of Los Angeles on or ‘about 
the 25th day of November, 1898, for the 
purpose of obtaining employment, and 
now resides at the town of Winslow, 
county of Navajo, Arizona Territory. 

“And further affiant sayeth not.

The affidavit of John Langley, resid- 
ing at No. 540 South Figueroa street, 
completed the later batch. In it affi- 
ant averred that on the night of the 
murder of Wong Sing Hay ,between 7 
and 7:30 o’clock and about twenty min- 
utes before sunset, he passed Joe 
Hunter’s house. At that time he 
saw a one-horse covered wagon stand- 
ing in the road leading to the house, 
and in the yard saw a Chinaman, at- 
tired in the ordinary attire of the race, 
standing by himself. 

The burden of the affidavits vas that 
at the hour at which it was alleged at 
the trial that Clark committed the 
murder, Wong Sing Hay was alive rand 
well; that at a later hour Joe Hunter 
was seen on the road leading down 
from ‘his house, leading a one-horse 
covered wagon; that the hour testified 
to in the several affidavits made it 
sufficiently late to have pérmitted Joe 
Hunter to have reached home before 
the murder was committed, and lastly 
Clark’s statement and the affidavit of 
Anna Bibby fixed the killing absolutely 
on him. 4 

Reverting to the one point of evi- 
dence wherein counsel contended that 


prejudicial error had heen committed, | 


Mr. Shinn drew the attention of the 
court to the fact that during the cross- 
examination of the defendant he was 
interrogated regarding” his laundry 
work having been done by Miss Letitia 
Allec. ‘Not content with extorting 
that fact, the prosecuting attorney, 
counsel urged, had drawn from the 
witness the fact that Miss Allec was 
living with him. The questions and 
answers tended to show an evil rela- 
tion existing that might, probably, have 
been competently shown by other wit- 
nesses, but not, Mr. Shinn urged, by 
the defendant himself, for it was not 
cross-examination. It tended to dis- 
grace ahd discredit the defendant in 
the eyes of the jury, and to sustain this 
view, Mr. Shinn read a Supreme Couft 
decision, which, in some respects, was 
parallel. 

In conclusion counsel admitted that 
the case was a rather exceptional one, 
and demanded the lenient discretion of 
the court. If the defendant's state- 
ment and the affidavits were true, then 
Clark could not be guilty of murder in 
the second degree, but only be an ace

Leader of the Original Hungarian 
Rand Succumbs to Pneumonia. 

Prof. Dion Romandy, musician and 
leader of the original Hungarian Band, 
died at his home, No. 1013 Wall street, 
at 9 o’clock yesterday morning from 
typhoid pneumonia. He had-been illa 
little less than two weeks. The de- 
ceased was well known not only in Los 
Angeles, but all over California, he 
having been identified with musical cir- 
cles in this State f the Jast eleven 
years. He had lived in Los Angeles 
for nearly eight years, and was well 
known by the theater-going public. 

Although having been in this country 
only eleven years, Prof. Romandy was 
an American citizen. He was active in 
politics and was a prominent member 
of the Elks. He has also been identi- 
fied with the Odd Fellows and the 
United Workmen. At the time of his 
death Romandy was leader of the Bur- 
bank Theater orchéstra, which position 
he had held since last October. 
last appearance at the theater was. De- 
cember 21. At that time he was illy 
but would not give up -his work until 
compelled to by the ravages of his 
malady. 

Dion. Romandy was born in QOeden- 
burg County, Hungary, in 1862, He re- 
mained in his native town until in his 
teens, when he went to Budapest 
and took up the study of music under 
Remenyi. He studied there and in 
Germany for several years, and was 
afterward identified with several Hun- 
frariam musical organizations. 

In 1887 he came to this country as 
the leader of the original Hungarian 
Band. which organization was broucht 


His 


here by Gustav Walter of the San 
Francisco Orpheum. The engagement 
of the band, which marked the opening 
of the San Francisco Orpheum, lasted 
for four and a half months. After that 
Walter induced Romandy to remain 
with him. It was the loss of its leader 
which first caused the Hungarian Band 
to break up. ~ 
Romandy came to Los Angeles early 
in 1891, and for a time was leader of 
the Palace orchestra. From that time 
on for about three years he filled va- 
rious engagements in Southern Califor- 
nia until about five years ago, when he 
became leader of the Los Angeles Thea- 
ter orchestra. He left this place to 
fillan engagement in Colorado Springs, 
after which he led a theater orchestra 
in Denver. Returning to Los Angeles, 
he again assumed charge of the Los 
Angeles Theater orchestra, where he 
remained until the fall of 1895, when he 
went to the Orpheum in this city. 
remained there until last October. 
As a Violinist Romandy had few 
eouals in this country, and he was also 
the composer of several pieces, Among 
his compositions was “Old Glory,” 


‘which niece Romandy’'s former master, 


Remenyi, had just finished playing 
when he dropped dead in the 
Francisco Orpheum. Romandy also 
wrote a light opera entitled “Allan 
Quartermain,’’ which was played. for 
forty successive nights in San Fran- 
cisco. and was presented in various 
other western cities, A light opera 
entitled ‘“‘Midshipman,” also written by 


-Romandy, was in manuscript form at 


the time of.his death. The dead mu- 


sician is survived by a widow and two. 


children.

A PEANUT TRUST. A peanut trust 
to control the entire product of the 
United States, is.to be formed. W. E. 
Weatherly and a Mr. Dresser of New 
York are the representatives of capital- 
ists possessing, it is stated, $3,000,000. 
These propose to take over all the fac- 
tories in this country, buying the stock 
and machinery of these and leasing the 
buildings. It is said that thirty-day 
options upon all the peanut-cleaning 
plants in Virginia, with the exception 
of that of the Gwaltney-Bukley Peanut 
Company, the largest concern of its kind 
in the world, and two smaller factoriese, 
have been secured... The value of the 
annual American crop is about $4,000,- 
000. 


THE OLIVE TRADE. The New 
York Commercial predicts that olives 
will shortly be higher in price than for 
years, and quotations will range stead- 
ily upward until the next crop is gath- 
ered. This vear the Spanish olive crop 
is not more than one-third the normal 
yield, or less than one-half the average 
annual consumption of A-nerica alone. 
This very limited supply has all been 
purchased be distributors. The in- 
crease will be certainly 10 per cent., 
and possibly 15 per cent. above present 
quotations. Few persons realize to 
what proportions the sale of olives in 
this country has grown. Of all the 
olives grown in Spain, no less than 75 
per cent. are exported to and consumed 
in the United States. This has all been 
brought about during the past ten or 
fifteen vears, and to the great whole- 
sale grecery concerns is due the credit 
of developing the domestic business. It 
has been accomplished, teo, in the face 
of What Were at one time deemed in- 
superable obstacles, the greatest of 
which was the fact that olives, as the 
expression goes, are an acquired taste. 
In the beginning olives were imported 
by a few specialty -oncerns, ‘n the bot- 
tle, being picked, pickled and packed 
fin Italy and France. , Subsequently 
some of our domestic picklers Imported 
them in the bulk and packed them in 
bottles on this side, but it was not un- 
til the wholesale grocers, with their 
hundreds of salesmen and magnificent 
system of distributing goods, took hald 
of the fruit that the olive began to find 
wide-spread sale and use. In recent 
years the increase in the consumption 
of olives in this country has been.little 
short of marvelous. They are no 
longer esteemed a luxury, but are to 
be found on the rich man’s and the 
poor man’s table alike. The big gro- 
cery houses import thef ru‘t in bulk, 
buying it in the brine at Seville from 
the picklers who buy the fruit fren 
the orchardists while it is vet on the 
trees. They nick the fruit. cure ‘t, rnd 
then grade it according to sizes. The 
average consumption of olives in the 
United States annually is ahout 6900 
casks of 160 zallons te the cask, repre- 
senting roughly a value in this mar- 
ket of Most of the olives 
f£rown in Italy and France are used 
for producing oil. not being adapted 
for table use in the fruit form. save in 
a very restr'cted volume. though some, 
of the olives cf both these countries 
are highly esteemed by connoissevrs. 
Roughly, however, 95 per cent. of all 
the olives consumed in this country 
are grown in Spain, Seville being the 
center and mart of the great orchards 
of the Iberian peninsula. The olive 
crop of California is also a fa’‘lure. 
There will hardly be 200 barrels from 
all the orchards of the southern part 
of the State. There is on hand, how- 
ever, a considerable reserve supply of 
both pickled olives and oil from last 
year.

GOOD FORTUNE OF VICTIMS OF 
ELECTRIC-CAR ACCIDENT. 


Only Three of Them Laid Up Today. 
Another Surprise for the Politi- 
clians—Mr. Sinter Decider not to 
Resign—He Appoints Deputy Con. 
stables—New City Recorder, 


PASADENA, Jan. 3.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] Officials of the Los Angeles and 
Pasadena Electric Railway have been care- 
fully looking into the condition of the forty- 
four passengers who were turned topsy- 
turvy and piled in a heap by the accident to 
one of their cars near South Pasadena last 
night. Every one of these people has been 
visited today, and while all have complained 
of more or less discomfort, only three have 
been at all disabled by the accident. These 
are Henry Elms of North Pasadena, and Mr. 


‘and Mrs. W. L. Pitkin of Los Angeles. Mr. 


Elms was tonight removed to the Pasadena 
Hospital. He is bearing his injuries well, 
and will soon be aboui again. Mr. and Mrs. 
Pitkin were in bed today, and did not give 
the railroad’s emissary a very genial recep- 
tion. It is reported that a suit for damages 
will grow out of the affair. The company 
bas tendered medical attendance to all who 
have expressed a desire for it. 

The wrecked car was towed into the shops 
in this city soon after midnight and repairs 
were begun upon it early this morning. It 
looked as if it had been in the battlo of 
Santiago, and on the wrong side. 

A POLITICAL STIR. 

A stir was made among the politicians this 
afternoon by the announcement that John 
R. Slater, who was elected Constable last 
November, and subsequently appointed an 
office deputy by Sheriff Hammill, had decided 
not to resign his constableship, but to stick 
to it and appoint deputies to act for him. 
It was furthermore announced that he had 
selected Josiah G. Horton and Ambrose L. 

anahan as his deputies, and their names 
had been auly inscribed upon the records of 
the County Clerk’s office. 

This move upset the ealculations of sev- 
eral candidates. It was almost as great 
a surprise party as when Mr. Slater was 
made a deputy sheriff from Pasadena in- 
stead of one of the prominent workers, who 
was supposed to have a cinch on the place. 
It was assumed when Mr. Slater was given 
this berth in the Sheriff's office he would re- 
sign the constableship, and three candidates 
entered the race for its emoluments, which 
have amounted as high as $1800 a year, it is 
said, but have not been quite so large of 
late. As late as today J. V. Rollins took 
in a large petition to the Supervisors for 
his appointment. Samuel Wallis also had an 
extensive backing. Mr. Slater is receiving 
congratulations as the only man in town 
who can hold down four jobs at once in the 
public service.

SANTA MONICA. 


Proposed Soldiers’ Home Sewernge 


Agreement is Made Public. 
SANTA MONICA, Jan. 3.—[Regular Corre-- 
spondence.] The City Attorney presented to 
the City Trustees today a draft of a proposi- 
tion to the Soldiers’ Home in the»matter of 
disposing of the sewerage of that institutiion 


through the Santa Monica sewer system. In 
‘substance the terms of the proposition are as 


follows: That the Soldiers’ Home will ex- 
tend the trunk sewer from its present ter- 
minus near Tenth and Railroad avenue along 
the latter thoroughfare to the city limits, ac- 
cording to plans ano specifications which have 
been prepared by the city, and under the 
supervision and approval of representatives 
of the city, said sewer to become the property 
of the city; that the Home sewer system shall | 
be connected with that sewer at the city lim- 
its; that during one hour of each day a flush- 
ing head of at least ninety thousand gallons 
of water shall be discharged through the sys- 
tem; that the Soldiers’ Home shall at once 
pay to the city $1000, and a like sum annually 
thereafter; the city to keep all of the sewer 
within the town limits in repair at its own 
expense; that the city shall not be liable for 
damages to the sewer outside of town, and 
that that sewer shall be maintained by the 


Home; that the agreement may be abrogated 


by either party giving one year’s notice to 
e other party. 
will consider the proposition 
before it is acted.on by the City Trustees. 
On motion of Trustee Gillis, resolutions ap- 
ropriate to the retirement of Col. Andrew J. 
Bmith from the governorship of the Soldiers’ 
Home were adopted. The resolutions, among 
other things, declared that ‘‘it is the opinion 
of this board that the interests of the town 
of Santa Monica and those of the Soldiers’ 
Home are so interwoven that “improvements 
to the Home are a direct benefit to Santa 
Monica; that in the departure of Gov. Smith 
the Home has lost aa executive officer of rare 
ability, whose every official action has been 
for the distinct advantage of the Home, its 
inmates and this whole vicinity, and that 
this town in particular has lost a friend 
whom it will be difficult to replace, both from 
a business and from a social point of view.’’ 
Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Williams appeared be- 
fore ‘the board and complained of the condi-

The awning ordinance referred to in the pe- 
tition, the enforcement of which has brought 
oul a goo@ deal of protest, was adopted June 
20, 1898, and is in part as follows: 

“All wooden or metallic awnings and sheds 
now or hereafter extending over, across, upon 
or along any public street or sidewalk, are 
hereby declared to be a public nuisance. It 
shall be and is hereby mate unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to build, con- 
struct, erect or maintain why sueéh Wooden or 
metallic awning, porch or shed over, across, 
7 or along any public street or sidewalk 
of the town of Santa Monich. All such wooden 
or metallic awnings, porches and sheds now 
existing over, across of upon any public street 
or sidewalk of the town of Santa Monica shall 
be removed and said nuisance abated on or 
before six months from the date of the 
passage of this ordinance.’’ A suitable pe- 
nalty is provided for the violation of the or- 
dinance.

Four Out of Five Trustees Oust the 
‘Mayor. 

POMONA, Jan. 3.—[Regular Corre- 

spondence.] At the regular session of 


'the Board of Trustees this afternoon 


Trustee Raynes dropped a bombshell 
in the camp, by moving that the office 
of president of the board be declared 
vacant. The motion was seconded and 
put by Mr. Raynes. Four Trustees 
voted for the motion, President Pat- 
terson not voting. Mr. Patterson at 
first refused to vacate the chair, but 
Elliott Hinman was elected to fill the 
vacancy, and later the ex-Mayor. 
yielded. 

Mr. Patterson, at the time of his elec- 
tion two years ago, threw himself be- 
tween the upper and nether millstones 
of license and prohibition, and while 
he was put forward as a compromise 
Mayor by other members of the Board 
of Trustees, who have the election 
from their ranks, he was soon ground 
to powder, metaphorically, and his re- 
duction to the rank of simple Trustee 
follows asaresultofhis having alien- 
ated the support of both the contend- 
ing factions. 

The vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of S. N. Landon was filled by the 
election of E. BE. Armour. H. T. Bing- 
ham was also nominated, but received 
but one vote to Mr. Armour’s three. 

A resolution was passed unanimously 
asking the Legislature to pass a law 
making it possible for towns to submit 
the question of prohibition or license 
of the liquor traffic to a direct vote of 
the people. 

The idea of the resolution is to place 
the vote on the saloon question in such 
a position as to cause less friction, and 
to bring harmony out of the conten- 
tions that always spring up at every 
election. The movement will probably 
receive the support of the majority of 
both the anti-saloon, and the high li- 
cense parties here. 

A resolution was passed, asking the 
Legislature to provide for the appoint- 
ment of Attorney and Clerk by the 
Trustees in cities of the fifth class, 
where they are now elective. : 

The electric-light matter seems tobe 
agreeably settled and another month 
will be tried under the present plan of 
paying the bills according to the read- 
ing of the meter, at the rate of 5 cents 
per thousand watts.

Heavy Fall All Through the County. 
Special Charter Election—Field 
Sporte—Coronada Hunters in 
Lauck—Races in the Rain, 


SAN DIBGO, Jan. 3.~[{Regular Correspond- 
ence. ] The rain has freshened up the coun- 
try, started the grain crops and resuscitated 
thirsty orchards. The rain began falling yes- 
terday afternoon. and a half-inch fell in the 
city, with greater quantities back toward the 
mountains, Santa Maria Valley, which badly 
needed it, got a full inch; La Mesa, .60; 
Lakeside, .75; Descanso, .75; Campo, 1 inch; 
Morena Dam, 1 inch; Alpine, .80. This morn- 
ing more rain fell, especially in the back 
country, the heavy clouds swinging around 
from the sea toward the mountains. Almost 
all thé grain flelds through the country are 
planted, and waited only for this rain to 
start into growth. The total rainfall in the 
city to date is 1.75 inches, mere than any 
other part of Southern California on the sea- 
coast.

Visitation of Sea Birds—Hanters’ 


Good Lack. 

HOTEL DEL CORONADO, Jan. 3.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] For several days the 
ocean in front of the hotel has been popu- 
lated by an immense flock of various kinds 
of sea birds. Yesterday a piece about two 
acres square, a hundred yards off the hotel, 
was black with birds, including pelicans, 
gulls, shags, cormorants, loons and duck, 
incessantly diving after fish.

REDLANDS. 


Second Day of the Horticultural 
Institute. 

REDLANDS, Jan. 8.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The Farmers’ Institute 
opened last night with the reading of 
queries from the Question Box, the re- 
plies to which were along the follow- 
ing lines: «Almonds are now nearly all 
grown upon peach _ stocks. Prof 
Sprague said he knew of one almond 
tree which bore 250 pounds of nuts in 
one season. They sold for 18 cents a 
pound. A seven-year-old orchard 
ought to produce an average of ten to 
thirty-five pounds of nuts per tree per 
annum, with one failure to bear every 
three’ or fuur years. 

Respecting silos, Prof. Cook answered 
that it is not practical to build a silo 
for one or two cows, as there is so 
much waste along the walls of the 
silo that it will not pay. 

The first paper for the evening was 
by Prof. F. T. Bioletti of the Univer- 
sitv.of California, upon “Bacteria in 
Agriculture.” He gave a history of 
the discovery of bacteria through the 
use of the microscope. He said that 
a man, magnified as many times as it 
is necessary to magnify a bacterium in 
order to see it, would be larger than 
Mt. Washington. It takes from 200 to 


| 300 bacteria laid side by side to make 


as much as the thickness of an ordi- 
nary piece of paper. He described the 
processes by which the bacteria multi- 
ply, and stated that they are of infinite 
value in the world, although they do a 
rreat deal of harm. Without them, he 
declared life would eventually cease. 
There are therefore good and bad hac- 
teria. 

The first plant disease known:to have 
been due to bacteria was pear blight. 
The spoiling of milk is due to one bac- 
teria, and the flavor of butter is due to 
the right properties of different species 
of bacterie. The cultivation of the 
“ood bacteria for specific purposes is 
now a great study among dairymen. 

The next subject wag ‘“‘Water from 
the Ground,” by Prof.’G. C. Baldwin 
of Claremont. Be said that he had 
seen the work of the divining rod in 
the hands of intelligent men, and had 
seen it successfully used time and 
again, yet he did not believe in the 


virtues of the rod, nor could he ex- 


plain the phenomena he had witnessed. 
He said that according.to Dr. Hilgard, 
there is beneath this section a sand 
Stratum saturated with water in the 
form of a lake, ten by fourteen miles 
in area, and 1000 feet deep. This is 
about one-third water, or there is in 
this lake ‘the equivalent of 100,000 min- 
er’s inches of water for fifteen years. 
He said that with a lift of ten to forty 
feet electricity could be used to raise 
water at the rate of 25 to 
30. cents for which Redlands people 
are paying, in many instances, $2 or 
$2.50. He said that to raise water 
from wells to irrigate lands is not a 
new thing. In India 12,000,000 welle 
are now used to irrigate 10,000,000 acres 
of land. 

Tuesday morning O. P. Hale of San 
Diego spoke of the necessity of horti- 
cultural commissioners, showing how 
they had, as county officers, assisted in 
keeving out insect pests. 

The next was a paper by Mrs. M. A. 
Spring of Santa Barbara, upon prun- 
ing. It dealt chiefly with pruning citrus 
fruits. She said that the different 
methods are due largely to the differ- 
ent conditions prevailing at the differ- 
ent sections. 

Prof. H. Culbertsen of El Cajon dis- 
cussed pruning deciduous fruits. He 
said that one trouble with apple grow- 
ers is that they do not remove the old 
fruit spurs. Proper removal of these 
will secure a hetter growth. The ap- 
ples should all be trimmed to a sin- 
gle fruit to a spur, a thing usually neg- 
lected. Peaches should .be thinned to 


two fruits to a twig instead of a dozen 
as is now common. 


SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


Sheriff’ Hicke Still Thinks He Was 
Elected. 


SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 3.—[Regu- | 


lar Correspondence.] When all the 
newly-elected county officers were to 
take their places yesterday, Sheriff 
Hicks refused to turn the keys over to 
Sheriff-elect Stewart. Hicks still main- 
tained that he had been elected at the 
general election. This.morning Hicks 
decided to turn the keys over, but still 
claims that he is Sheriff, and main- 
tains that the courts will so decide. 
Sheriff Stewart this afternoon ap- 
pointed R. D. Smith his under-sheriff 
and John de la Questa deputy sheriff.

CATALINA ISLAND. 


A Captive Starfish Commits Suicide. 
Rain—Personals. 

AVALON (Catalina Island,) Jan. 3.—[ Reg- 
ular Correspoaidence.] A strange case of sui- 
cae has just come to light on the island. 
When the agdtarium was refitted and stocked 
eome one contributed a beautiful blue-and- 
purple starfish, whose rays had a spread of 
sixteen or eighteen inches. A few mornings 
ago the starfish appeared minus one of its 
rays, and no one seemed able to explain how 
the eecident had occurred, as the starfish 
was the largest and most powerful animal in 
the equariuni. Soon another ray was mising, 
and the mystery deepened. The second in- 
cident brought the fish under surveillance, 
and the mystery was soon fathomed. It was 
seen to firmly affix tts innumerable little 
feet . or suckers, to the glass side of the 
aquarium, and then to fold back one of the 
remaining *: ys and fasten its suckeis to the 
bottom. ' seeming to exert all iis 
strength, this ray was soon parted from the 
body. leaving but two rays attached. This 
operation was repeated until every ray was 
severed, and the body was left a helpless 
wreck. The legs, after dismemberment, 
walked away to other parts of the aquarium, 
as though each was the seat of the fish’s in- 
telligence. It is said of the starfish that 
when in their natural environment they 
sometimes dismember themselves. and the 
body grows a new set of rays, and the rays 
each become another starfish, growing a body 
and surrounding it with other rays. This 
specimen will be closely.watched to see what 
developments may be made, but in its con- 
fined space it is hardly likely that these 
parts wiil be able to accomplish a new 
growth.

Y. P. RIVERA APPEARS TO. BE 


HARD MAN TO LOSE. 


A 


Fugitive from Justice Turns Up in 
the County Jail Under an As- 
sumed Name—Police Will De- 
mand Hie Further Detention. 


As hard to lose as a bad penny is 
Y. P. Rivera, a young Spanish-Amer!i- 
can of good family, who has been play- 
ing fast and loose with the minions of 
the law for several years. Rivera has 
occasionally dropped from sight when 
badly wanted, but he has never failed 
to turn up in the course of time. 

The last time Rivera disappeared was 
more than a year ago, when he took 
French leave of Deputy Constable Men- 
zer, who had him in custody. Rivera 
used to do politics in a small way, and 
was sort of a hanger-on at the Court- 
house. His passion for gambling, it is 
alleged, kept him in a chronic state 
of destitution, and in order to raise the 
wind he contracted the unfortunate 
habit of writing bogus checks for small 
amounts. Eventually he was given a 
sentence of $50 or fifty days for one of 
these little peccadillos. 

Rivera represented that his mother 
would pay his fine if an officer would 
accompany him to her abode. Weputy 
Constable Menzer took charge of the 
prisoner and escorted him.to the old 
lady’s house. She was not at home, 
and while they were waiting for her 
return, Rivera asked permission to go 
into another room to get a change of 
clothes. Menzer waited patiently out- 
side the door while his prisoner was 
performing the lightning-change act. 
Rivera never came back. He escaped 
by a rear door, while the trustful dep- 
uty was smoking the cérn-cob pipe of 
peace on the front stoop. 

Menzer spent many days and nights 
looking for the fugitive, and at last 
came to the conclusion that Rivera had 
escaped across the border into Mex- 
ico. The affair was almost completely 
forgotten, but Rivera could not stay 
outside Los Angeles county or keep out 
of trouble. 

A few weeks ago a paisano going by 
the name of Juan Martinez was con- 
victed of obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses at Pomona. The amount was 
only 25 cents, but the culprit was sen- 
tenced to 120 days’ imprisonment in the 
County Jail, which he is now serving. 
Since his incarceration Martinez has 
been identified as Rivera. The police 
have been notified of his whereabouts, 
and at the expiration of his term in 
the County Jail, he will probably be 
required to do fifty days in the City 
Jail, on account of his unserved sen- 
tence. 

One of the escapades which first 
brought Rivera into notoriety was the 
forgery of County Clerk Newlin’s name 
to a paper authorizing him to solicit 
and collect funds for the relief of a 
fictitious destitute family. It was a)l- 
leged that Rivera collected and appro- 
priated to his own use about $40 in this 
manner. He was arrested for the act, 
but influential friends succeeded in get- 
ting the prosecution squelched.
